Following a conference of representa¬ 
tives of Louisville commercial organi¬ 
sations with Mayor Barth and a sub¬ 
sequent conference with President Mt- 
oary. of the Street Railway Company, 
yesterday afternoon it became known 
that the business interests of the city 
would strive to bring about a settle¬ 
ment of the differences between the 
railway company and its striking em¬ 
ployes through the agency of an inter¬ 
mediary committee. Strike-breakers ar¬ 
rived In considerable numbers from 
other cities yesterday, and Supt. Funk 
said last night that he thought he 
would be able to give comparatively 
good service ait least part of to-day. 
Rain and increased police vigilance 
kept the streets pretty well free from 
mobs yesterday, although the half¬ 
hearted attempts to operate cars were 
abruptly discouraged by strike sympa¬ 
thizers. Numerous arrests followed the 
holding up of cars and the assaulting 
of railway employes. Business was 
paralyzed yesterday and the displeas¬ 
ure of the people was expressed to the 
authorttiew of the city and company 
through the business men. The strik¬ 
ers made noisy demonstrations last 
sight. 

It is now believed that the end of the 
Harry K. Thaw* trial is In sight and 
that the case will reach the jury by 
Wednesday, March 27. James Clinch 
Smith, a brother-in-law of Stanford 
IWhite, was the principal witness in¬ 
troduced yesterday. He testified to a 
lengthy conversation with Thaw on the 
night of the tragedy and that Thaw* 
talked in an entirely rational manner.

BUSINESS MEN TRY 
TO SETTLE STRIKE 


COMMITTEES CONFER WITH 
MAYOR BARTH AND PRESI¬ 
DENT MINARY. 


Stung Into action by the depressing 
effect the street car strike is having 
upon business, half a hundred of Louis¬ 
ville's representative business men 
called on Mayor Paul C. Barth at his 
office In the City Hall yesterday after¬ 
noon and demanded that something be 
done Immediately looking tow’ard the 
restoration of order. Representatives 
from the Commercial Club, the Board 
of Trade, the Merchants and Manufac¬ 
turers* Association and the Retail Mer¬ 
chants* Association mode spirited 
speeches, all of which were responded 
to by Mayor Barth In no uncertain 
terms. He defended the Board of Pub- 


II© explained that he had taken It 
upon himself, since the situation, be¬ 
came so tense, to make a personal In¬ 
spection from his buggy and on foot, 
and that In every Instance the patrol¬ 
men had performed their duty to the 
best of their ability. He told the mem¬ 
bers of the delegation that watted upon 
him that certatn officials of the Louis¬ 
ville Railway Company had made 
grave mi srepresenta lions relative to 
their strength, and asserted that If the 
company had a sufficient number of 
men there would be but little difficulty 
In operating the cars. The Board of 
Public Safety has furnished the street 
car company w*ith as many patrotinen 
as it requested for the protection of its 
property, he said, and had the company 
as many men at its command as was 
represented the street cars w’ould have 
been in operation in nearly every sec¬ 
tion of the city.

Violence Disgrace To City. 

One of the most spirited speeches 
made at the conference between Mayor 
Barth and representative business men 
w'os that delivered by F. C. Nunemach- 
er. of the Board of Trade. He told 
Mayor Barth that such deeds of vio¬ 
lence as were enacted yesterday and 
the day before were a disgrace to the 
entire community and reflected seriously 
upon the entire city administration. He 
demanded that Mayor Barth Issue 1m 
pMclt Instructions to the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety ordering the Immediate sus 
pension of any patrolman or officer who 
failed to do his duty in the fullest sense 
of the word during the present trouble, 
ttiul to tolerate not the slightest lax¬ 
ness on the part of any member of the 
police department. He said that he 
was not there to discuss the merits of 
the case as they relate either to the 
strikers or the railway company, but 
that he was there In the interest of 
the business men of Louisville, who 
were losing thousands of dollars each 
day the strike continues. He explained 
that he himself had passed through an 
actual experience with strikers, and in¬ 
timated that the only way to cope with 
the situation was for the police to re¬ 
sort to strenuous measures, if neces¬ 
sary, and deal with the strikers wher¬ 
ever they were found impeding street 
care or making threatening demonstra¬ 
tions, the same as they would deal with 
any unruly law-breaker.

PERCY HALY DENIES 
WRITING LETTER 


TAKES WITNESS STAND IN THE 
GAINES LIBEL SUIT. 


FAMOUS DOCUMENT IN EVI¬ 
DENCE FOR PLAINTIFF. 


Mayor Barth detailed to the delega 
tlon things he witnessed on the streets 
yesterday, and said that teamsters de¬ 
liberately drove their wagons In front 
of care on Second street and left them 
there. While the police were busy get¬ 
ting rid of one obstruction, another 
teamster would drive across the track 
at another point, unhitch his horse and 
ride away. 

”It is impossible for the police to be 
every place at the same time,’’ said 
the Mayor. “If they knew where these 
obstructions were to be placed across 
the tracks and could get there ahead 
of time they could make more arrests, 
but the policeman Is only an ordinary 
being." 

• • • 

Discussed At Length. 


The conference of the delegation of 
business men with the Mayor was held 
behind closed doors, and all that was 
said at the conference was not given 
out. It Is known, however, that the 
situation was discussed at length and 
different solutions to the situation were 
offered. One of the business men pres¬ 
ent Intimated that he did not think the 
motormen and conductors were paid 
enough for the service that was de¬ 
manded of them, and Mayor Barth him¬ 
self said he thought It was a piece of 
Injustice to the men to require them 
to work five years before they could 
hope to receive the maximum wage. He 
said that a motorman or conductor was 
as efficient after one year’s service as 
he was after serving the Louisville 
Railway Company five years. He Inti¬ 
mated that It might be wise for the 
street car company and the strikers to 
arbitrate their differences, and it Is 
possible that the demand of the public 
for street car service may become so 
urgent that the street railway officials 
may be compelled to agree to arbitra¬ 
tion.

W. P.WALTON ALSO TESTIFIES. 


Lawronceburg, Ky.. March 12.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—In the trial of the libel rose of 
Noel Gaines agaliun W. P. Walton. In 
the Anderson Circuit Court here this 
afternoon, the burden was placed on 
the defendant and W. P. Walton was 
the first witness on the stand. He said 
that he had had a personal difficulty 
with Gaines, on the streets of Frank¬ 
fort prior to the publication of the al¬ 
leged libelous article over an account 
Gaines disputed, but that he bore him 
no malice. He said that he asked Haly 
about the genuineness of the LassLng 
totter and upon being assured that it 
was a forgery and upon his inquiries 
of prominent Franklin county citizens 
that Gaines was capable of writing 
such a letter, the article was published. 
Upon cross-examination a number of 
publications of the State Journal. In 
which there were articles on Gaines, 
were put In evidence, tending to show 
that the defendant bore malice In pub¬ 
lication of articles. 

Percy Holy was the next witness 
called. He said that Gaines’ reputation 
was bad at the time of his return from 
the army. He said that he rftommend- 
ed him for a clerkship In the Adjutant 
General’s office, however, upon Gaines 
making a personal appeal to hlin that 
they were boys together; that everyone 
was down on him. and that he had re¬ 
formed. He emphatically denied that 
he wTOte, dictated or signed the Lass- 
Ing letter, and said that he had never 
seen it until It was presented to him 
to-day on the witness stand. 

Gov*. Beckham, Gen. Henry Law¬ 
rence, Col. Mervln Porrcnt and other 
prominent officials and citizens are 
present and will testify. The case Is 
being bitterly fought on both sides and 
it will consume several days. 

BOTTS MAY NOT ENTER~ , 
COMMISSIONER’S RACE. 


Toulon, March 12.—A terrible disas¬ 
ter occurred here this afternoon. The 
powder magazines on board the French 
battleship Iena blow up at 1:35, and 
as a result Capt. Adigard, commander 
of the battleship; Capt. Vertler, chief 
of staff of the Mediterranean squadron, 
and from seventy to eighty bluejackets 
are dead, while Rear Admiral Mance- 
ron and hundreds of other men are 
suffering from injuries, some of them 
horrible In their extent. Naval circles 
are aghast and the public Is stunned 
by the appalling catastrophe, coming 
so soon after the loss of the FYench 
submarine Lutdn, In which sixteen men 
met death. 

The entire after part of the Iena was 
blown to plecca The bodies of the 
victims were hurled through the air 
by a succession of explosions, and 
panic-stricken workmen at the arsenal 
fled from the vicinity of the dry dock 
for thelT lives. Scores of those on 
board the Iena Jumped overboard on 
the stone quays and sustained serious 
Injuries*

Magazines On Fire, 


rushed frantically around until they 
fell exhausted. 

A Quartermaster gave an account o-f 
his experiences. Ills face was black¬ 
ened. His hair and beard had been 
burned off, and his uniform was In 
rags and he had sustained a number of 
minor injuries. 

“I was on the bridge and Just about 
to call tho afternoon roll," he said 
"when tho explosion occurred. I felt 
myself hurled Into the air and u few 
seconds later I found myself lying on 
the quay. I managed to rise and run. 
I had no idea w here I was going." 

Filled With Fumes. 


The primary cause of the accident 
was the explosion of a torpedo. What 
caused the explosion is not known, but 
the powder magazines of the Iena were 
set on fire and tihelr contents, in ex¬ 
ploding, practically destroyed what 
was considered one of the best v esse Is 
In the FYench navy. The Iena had Just 
undergone a final Inspection of her hull 
and machinery, the latter having been 
completely overhauled preparatory to 
joining the squadron to-morrow*. The 
crt»w* ivas Its full strength, being com¬ 
posed of the Rear Admiral, twenty- 
four other officers and 630 men. The 
magazines had been replenished re¬ 
cently, and contained many tons of 
both smokeless and black powder, as 
well as a number of charges for tor¬ 
pedoes. 

The crew had finished their midday 
meal only a short time before the ex¬ 
plosion. and had dispersed to various 
parts of the vessel. Most of the men 
were engaged In work connected with 
the approaching departure of the war¬ 
ship. but quite a large party had been 
detailed to attend a lecture that was 
being given forward. 

The explosion came without warning. 
The first shock was extremely violent, 
and shook the vessel fore and aft. It 
was fotlowed Instantly by other shocks. 

The crew were panic-stricken.

Rushed Wildly About. 


Fails To Put Up Money For Race 
Against McChord—Will Issue 
Statement Later.

Lexington, Ky.. March 12.—[Special.] 
—It is probable that Joseph Bolts, of 
this city, who recently announced him¬ 
self as a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Railroad Commissioner 
in this district, will not make the race. 
This was the last day on which the 
candiadttes could put up their entrance 
fee, and when Mt. Betts w'as asked if 
he had paid the fee he declined to an¬ 
swer, but said he w’ould make a state¬ 
ment about the matter to-morrow. 
Asked If he would not be barred from 
the race if he did not formally enter 
to-day, he replied: ’’Not necessarily,"

They rushed wildly about the deck. 
The men forward, who had been at¬ 
tending the lecture, clambered over the 
bulwarks and Jumped down, some to 
the deck and others to the stone quay, 
many sustaining fatal injuries. 

The 'hundreds of men below* deck 
were in a fearful position. They were 
enshrouded In smoke, and as they 
groped their way toward the exits they 
became the prey of the suffocating 
fumes, wliich caused many of them to 
fall unconscious. 

In the meantime the detonations had 
become more frequent and the entire 
after part of the ship, which was vir¬ 
tually blow’n to pieces, caught fire. 
Shells and charges of explosives In the 
magazines continued to explole and 
musses of metal were hurled into the 
air to fail everywhere about the decks 
and the arsenal. These flying missiles 
demolished' the torpedo shed, the engine 
works and pump house near by and 
constituted a most serious menace to 
the lives of those who made their 
way toward the battleship to begin 
the work of rescue! In spite of the 
danger many heroic efforts w ere made 
to render assistance, but for the most 
part in vain, as the entire ship was 
aflame from bursting projectiles and 

the fire prevented approach. 

• • • 

Submerged the Ship. 

It is declared that for thirty minutes 
the authorities w*ere unable to discov¬ 
er the keys with which to open the 
locks to flood the dry dock and sub¬ 
merge the ship, but when they did fi¬ 
nally open the locks the water rushed 
In and the explosions carnd to an end. 

Then amidst masses of dense smoke, 
the search for the dead and w’ounded 
was commenced. The lower decks were 
littered with fragments of shattered 
and torn bodies, w*hile th© surround¬ 
ing water was dotted with human frag, 
ments. 

It will be Impossible to ascertain the 
exact number of killed and wounded 
until to-morrow, when a roll call will 
be held, as many of the men were com. 
petely blown to pieces, while others 
were Incinerated. 

Many of those who escaped with 
their lives suffered most severe Injuries 
gno, becoming temporarily Imttue, 


An orderly of Rear Admiral Maneer- 
unan. w’ho was cut, bruised and blood¬ 
stained, gave the following recital of 
his experiences: 

"Rear Admiral Manceron's quarters 
are above the magazine. I was In the 
dining-room w’hen the first heavy 
shock occurred. The quarters were at 
once filled with acid fumes and choking 
smoke. I rushed to tho rear of the 
Admiral’s cabin, where he w f as awaiting 
his coffee. I saw* that he was wounded 
and shouted to him to run. After that 
I lost my senses and did not regain 
consciousness until the rescuers found 
me." 

Capt. Vertler occupied a cabin near 
the after turret over the magazine. Im¬ 
mediately after the explosion he tried 
to get out. but the door of his cabin 
was blocked with debris and the only 
means of exit was Impassable. The 
flames then broke out ond Capt. Ver¬ 
tler died a horrible death. After 
the fire had been extinguished the res¬ 
cuers found his Incinerated body, as 
well as the terribly burnt bodies of 
several other officers who had been 
caught In the after cabin. Two mid¬ 
shipmen were killed outright and tho 
others attached to the Jena have not 
been accounted for. 

Until a late hour this afternoon a 
crowd of anxious persons besieged the 
office of the Maritime Prefect, seeking 
the names of the victims. Finally the 
officials persuaded these people 
to disperse, telling them there w*as 
no chance of learning the names of tho 
killed and Injured before to-morrow. 

• • • 

All Asphyxiated. 


Lieut. Tlercelin. one of the w’ounded 
survivors, U of the opinion that every¬ 
body who was below at the time of the 
explosion undoubtedly was asphyxiat¬ 
ed by the deadly fumes arising from 
the explosion, particularly from the 
combustion of "B" powder. 

There are this evening a total of 150 
wounded men being cared for In the 
hospitals or in their own homos, but 
In addition a number of people In the 
town were struck by projectiles from 
the explosion. A two-year-old child 
was killed instantly in the town by 
some of the missiles. The fire Is now 
practically out and as soon as the bat¬ 
tleship Is free of the deadly fumes, 
probably some time to-night, the work 
of bringing out the bodies will begin.

WOMEN WORK HARD ALL DAY 
IN THE RAIN. 


LICENSES EXPIRE JUNE 30. 


Richmond, Ivy., March 12.—[Special.] 
—By a vote of 148 majority citizens of 
Richmond said to-day that the twelve 
saloons In this city must go. The day 
broke dark arid rainy. As early as 5 
o’clock all the church bells began to 
ring and were kept ringing throughout 
the entire day. At 8 o’clock pupils of 
Coldwell High School, Madison Female 
Institute, State Normal School and the 
Colored High School, 1,500 strong, 
formed In line at the Methodist church. 
The procession was headed by the Rev. 
J. Addison Smith and the Rev. George 
Shepherd, on horseback, each carrying 
large banners upon which was "Vote 
for our boys," and the Christian church 
choir marched to each voting precinct 
where a halt w'as made. Here all Joined 
In singing ’\At the Oro»s." "Nearer My 
God to Thee" and "America." Each 
child In the procession carried banners 
upon which was "Vote for me. vote for 
sister, vote for brother, vote for mother, 
vote for father, vote for our homes.’* 

At 1:30 o’clock It began raining hard. 
This prevented further marching and 
forced the little ones to shelter. The 
town began filling early In the day with 
country people. The women of Rich¬ 
mond braved the rain and mud and 
worked hard through the entire day. 
They established lunch counters at each 
of the four voting places, from which 
coffee and sandwiches were served. 

Many whisky men from Cincinnati, 
Louisville and Lexington and other 
places were on hand to-day to lend their 
assistance to the saloonkeepers. It Is 
said that there was nearly $8,000 sent 
Into Richmond by the whisky and brew¬ 
ery interests. As high ns 320 was paid 
for votes this afternoon, but the best 
the w'hlsky men could do w*ns to carry 
but one precinct out of four. As soon 
as the vote wtas counted and the result 
determined Mayor Woods mounted the 
band stand, which Is in the corner of 
the courthouse yard, and made a short 
speech. Short addresses were also made 
by Profs. Sharon and Crawford, of the 
State Normal School. To-morrow* night 
a grand celebration of the victory will 
be held at the operahouse. 

The twelve saloons In Richmond pay 
31,000 license per annum. Their licenses 
will expire June 30. and it Is certain 
that local option will be given a test 
which will settle for all time whether 
It can be successfully enforced or not. 
Mayor Woods voluntarily bonds himself 
for 35.000 to enforce the law or resign 
his office. Father Beeler, of Nicholas- 
vllle, and Prof. Curry, a negro temper¬ 
ance orator of Ohio, made a series of 
speeches during the campaign that were 
effective.

STRIKERS LISTEN TO WARM SPEECHES. 


The Louisville Railway Company, if 
anything, had a wore© Jay yesterday 
than ..Monday. In fact, fewer cars 
were operated In the city than on Mon¬ 
day. No attempt w’as made to run cars 
on the suburban lines, the railway of¬ 
ficials saying that they knew that It 
would only result in violence to the 
men and the destruction of their prop¬ 
erty. Superintendent J. T. Funk, of 
the LouLsvlllo Railway Company, last 
night declared that the condition waa 
as good aa It oould be at this stage of a 
big strike. 

The company operated eight cars car¬ 
rying mall from the pdst-offleo to the 
substations from 6:30 o’clock In the 
morning until 6 o’clock in the evening. 
These cars were operated with but 
slight interruption. There was an at¬ 
tempt to hold up a car carrying the 
United States Mail" pjgn at Thir¬ 
teenth and Main streets, but a police¬ 
man came upon the scene and soon put 
an end to it. During tho day, three 
runs were missed, ono at Thirteenth 
and Main streets nt 6 o'clock in tho 
morning and the 6 o’clock and 9 o’clock 
runs to Fifteenth, and Kentucky 
streets.

Mayor Issues Proclamation- 


Mayor Barth issued a proclamation 
yesterday calling upon all good citi¬ 
zen® to keep away from the disorderly 
mobs that for two day’s have been con¬ 
gregating on street com era He called 
attention to the disorder and declared 
that he would use all his powers as 
Mayor to put down such disorder. 

In pursuance of this proclamation the 
Board of Public Safety yesterday Is¬ 
sued an order to the police to diapers 
all crowds. This order was variously 
received at strike headquarters, but the 
Judgment of the leaders was that It 
be obeyed rather than take chances 
on the rnMItla being called out. 

Tho proclamation of the Mayor was 
Indorsed by the labor leaders, and John 
Young, president of the Federation of 
Labor, with others of the leaders, wait¬ 
ed on the Mayor and assured him that 
they w’ould do all they could to see 

that, the proclamation was observed.

Arrests and Injured. 


eight or nine other cars were operated 
during the day. These were manned 
well with police and but few passengers 
boarded them. These tvere taken off 
early in the aftemon, the most of them 
having been attacked by the mobs In 
the streets. In every instance. Super¬ 
intendent Funk said, the cars went 
back to the bams disabled. Superin¬ 
tendent Funk said: 

"Nothing but trouble was experienced 
in our endeavor* to operate cars to-day. 
We started the moll cars out before 6 
o'clock and at first there was a strong 
Inclination to interfere with the run¬ 
ning of the cars, but I think we got the 
mails at most of the stations on time. 
We attempted to run cars on the Fast 
Broadway and West Jefferson lines, on 
tho West Chestnut line and on the Sec¬ 
ond-street line. These cars were start¬ 
ed out later and at different times from 
the mall earn. We encountered an aw¬ 
ful mob at Twenty-sixth and Chestnut 
streets. The windows In two care w*ere 
badly smashed and the men harshly 
treated.

It la estimated that between 150 or 
200 strike-breakers are here from other 
cities and efforts are being mode by the 
street railway company to get more. 
Some of them are being quartered at 
the Capitol Hotel and others are spend¬ 
ing their time at the various car brims. 

Two meetings of the strikers were 
held last night at Germania Hall and 
Bock’s Hall. The crowds overflowred 
the halls Into the street. The burden 
of the talk was for the men to stand 
firm, that they had the strike won. 
Afterward some of the men and boys 
paraded through the streets headed by 

a band of music.

Will Try To Do Better To-day. 

"We intend to make a better attempt 
than we did to-day," was the reply. "I 
will make no estimate as to th© num¬ 
ber of cars that will be operated to¬ 
morrow’, but I will say that wc will 
have more cars running to-morrow 
uftornoon than we had to-day." 

"Why did: you not attempt to oper¬ 
ate more cars to-day7" queried the re¬ 
porter. 

"For the simple reason that we did 
not want to put our veteran employes 
on cars and get them killed. They 
would have been attacked on all sides 
by the mobs if w*e had attempted to 
run many cars. These mobs that col- 
led on the streets move about from 
place to place and are liable to attack 
cars at every point." 

In regard to the action of th© pollcq 
In attempting to keep order. Superin¬ 
tendent Funk said that he thought 
they dJd their best. "It is Impossible 
for 300 policemen," said Superintendent 
Funk, "to put down the mob spirit in 
a city Ilk© Louisville, when the crowds 
are scattered as they w*ere to-day. I 
think the police did much good to-day. 
I really think that forty mounted po¬ 
lice can disperse the crowd* that gath. 
er on the streets during the day. and 
keep them dispersed. I think something 
like this will have to be done before 
the end comes.

PROCLAMATION BY THE MAYOR. 


To All Citizens of Louisville. Greeting: 

Your Mayor has taken no part In the controversy between the City railway and 
Its employes, but the strike has been made the occasion of much disorder and some 
violence. It becomes his duty to prevent all such violations of the taw, and to com¬ 
ply with this obligation he will use all the power vested In him as Mayor. The 
mere fact that there Is a strike does not Justify the Interference with any man In 
the pursuit of his lawful occupation. If there are men willing to run the cart, the 
public Interest demands that they should be permitted to do so, and citizens have 
the right to use such cars without being subjected to either Injury or Insult. The 
police will, therefore, be Instructed to arrest all persons who Interfere In any way 
with others In these lawful pursuits, and that there may be no danger of mob 
violence to blot the fair fame of our city the police will be Instructed to prevent all 
loiterers from congregating upon the public highways and to disperse all such as¬ 
semblies. 

Your Mayor calls upon all good citizens to keep away from such gatherings, 
as their presence may lend encouragement to the lawless element and Interfere with 
the police In the discharge of their duties. The law provides the means for the sup¬ 
pression of riots, unlawful assemblies and all kinds of disorderly conduct, and. with 
the Influence and co-operation of the good citizens of Louisville, your Mayor will 
see that the law Is enforced.

Smith’s Talk With I haw. 


Ohanreiston. S. C.. March 12.-*Coiridl- 
tlons In general In th** Panama Canal 
zone aie declared is be extremely fa¬ 
vorable for completion of the canal 
within the eight years ending January 
1, 1015, as estimated by the engineers 
ln charge of the work. In the opinion 
of the committees from commercial 
clubs in Boston, Chicago, Cincinnati 
and St. Louis, who arrived hero to-day 
after a visit to the Isthmus. Tip com¬ 
mittee found, according to their re¬ 
ports, that the greatest hindrance to 
rapid progress Is a lack of adequate 
dumping faculties. This Is sMd to be 
due to a shortage of cars for the trans¬ 
portation of refuse from the steam- 
shovel plant, which is worked at only 
about 50 per cent, of Its capacity. 

The investigators found that some of 
the complaints which have been made 
concerning the preparation of food for 
the laborers appeared to be well found¬ 
ed. They suggest that an Improvement 
in tho service in the hotel dining-noma 
would be welcome, and also recom¬ 
mend an increase in the facilities for 
•the amusement of the residents of the 
xoue. 

Of the organization built up by those 
in charge of the work in the zone tho 
committee has only words of highest 
c^mmemlation. Sanitary conditions are 
declared to be excellent. 

The force of laborers is declared to 
be adequate and efficient, a«nd the com¬ 
mittee expresses a bHi«\f that no dif¬ 
ficulty will be experienced in recruiting 
the force as conditions may demand. 
It Is recognized by the officials, the re¬ 
port says. that, while the Chinese coolie 
would meet ail the requirements of in¬ 
telligence, strength and vitality, yet 
his introduction would lend to difficul¬ 
ties of administration and segregation, 
which it seems desirable to avoid un¬ 
less the confronting of the subject be¬ 
comes necessary.

There was no hint nowhere 
in the repeated conversation of Thuw’s 
Intent to inflict bodily harm upon any¬ 
one. Mr. Smith did 3ay, however, that 
Thaw, not having a reserved seat roam¬ 
ed about the garden and continually 
looked ln the direction of the spot 
w-here he subsequently killed Stanford 
White.

Within forty days, according to 
the decision of the Louisville Board of 
Waterw'orks yesterday afternoon, Lou 
Isville consumers will draw water from 
the mains at an increased pressure 
given fo. by elevation into the new stand 
pipe ln Crescent Hill. This decision 
w’as reached on the recommendation of 
Charles Hermany, chief engineer for 
the Water Company. It is due to the 
fact \hat in about five weeks the 
forty-eight-inch main of the company 
along Oak street will be out of com¬ 
mission for several weeks while the 
new main is being laid, in order to ai- 
#ow Dhe construction of the Oak-street 
underpass. While this means of sup¬ 
plying the West End is cut off ail the 
w'ater wifi have to pass through the 
old thirty-six-lnch main, and the 
greater pressure will be required to 
force a sufficient supply through It. 

At the same meeting of the board 
yesterday afternoon Webster Gaxlay. 
appointed some time ago us associate 
engineer to Mr. Hermany, announced 
that he would accept on condition that 
he w’ould not be required to devote all 
his time to assisting in the supervision 
of the filter’s construction, und that he 
would not be required to give up his 
connection and Interests ln the manu¬ 
facturing company with which he Is 
now connected. His terms met with 
the approval of the members of the 
board, and hls appointment was con¬ 
firmed, effective immediately and con¬ 
tinuing until the conroifletion of the 
filter.

Doesn’t Mean Filtered Water. 


The announcement that the water 
pressure will be increased does not 
mean that the water w ill pass through 
the filter. It means only that Instead 
of being led from the reservoirs In 
Crescent Hill directly Into the mains 
which supply the city, it will be 
drawn from those reservoirs through 
the new clearing basin and elevated 
Into the npw stand pipe by Che triple 
pumping engines adjoining the filter 
plant. From the stand pipe the water 
will be fed into the mains, the only 
difference from the present course be¬ 
ing that it will thus be given additional 
pressure. 

Charles R. Long, president of the 
Water Company, said last night that 
this course had been determined upon 
at the suggestion of Mr. Hermany for 
the reason that w’hen Che forty-eight- 
inch main along Oak street is put out 
of commission all the water supply for 
the West End of the city will have to 
pass through the old tfririy-fcix-inch 
main wiilch runs near Main street. In 
order that enough winter may be given 
for the use of the consumers in that 
part of the city, he said. It was Im¬ 
perative that the pressure be increased. 
For several blocks, while the forty- 
elght-lnch main along Oak street Is be¬ 
ing laid at the lower level which will 
be required by the construction of the 
subway, the pipe will be taken up alto¬ 
gether. and It will be necessary to have 
all the rest of It, at least that part 
west of the first break, dry. 

With the Increased pressure plenty of 
water will be forced into the mulns and 
the pipes In the West End of the city 
through the old and smaller main. The 
actual vvx>rk of relaying the forty-eight- 
inch main will be begun soon after the 
water has begun to be supplied to the 
city through the new stand pipe. It will 
be only a week or so, Mr. Long said, 
before the company begins to haul the 
pipe for the new section.

By direction of G-on. Mackenzie. Chief 
of Engineers.

HANLY USES AX. 

Vetoes Bill Regarding Filing Leases 
of Record. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 12.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Gov. Hanly to-day vetoed the 
bill which provides that leases held by 
nonresident persona or corporations 
should be recorded ln the Recorder's 
office ln the county in which the tend 
is situated, within thirty days after 
the lease is executed, else the lease 
would be void. The veto Is baaed on 
the theory that the law would be un¬ 
constitutional, as It would discriminate 
in favor of residents of this State 
against nonresidents, contrary' to Sec¬ 
tion 2 of article TV. of the Constitution 
of the United States. The bill, with 
the Executive's reasons tor disapprov¬ 
ing it, wus filed with tho Secretary of 
State and will be submitted to the next 
Legislature for action. 

About forty bills are now In the 
hands of the Governor for approval, 
and all that are not passed upon within 
five days will become laws without hls 
approval. There was a rush of persons 
to the Executive office this morning, 
all of them seeking appointments to 
ptaces under the new acts of the Legis¬ 
lature. The Governor met them all 
with the statement, how'ever. that he 
would not consider any appointments 
until he had disposed of the various 
bills now in hls hands. There was 
much disappointment over hls decision, 
as some of hls visitors were sure of 
uppolntment at once. 

Among the bills signed by the Gov¬ 
ernor to-day was the Andrew* Bill to 
increase the school tuition levy two 
cents, this amount having been taken 
from the sinking fund levy. Fasset A. 
Cotton, State Superintendent of Pub¬ 
lic Instruction, estimates that this will 
bring an Increase of about $340,000, 
which may be used for the purpose 
of paying the teachers the increased 
w'ages that are called for under the 
provisions of the Moore Bill, which 
raises the daily wage an averago of 
about fifty cents for each teacher.

Also two 
brothers. All Lawrence, aged eighty- 
seven, and Carter Lawrence, aged 
elghty-tfve, survive him.

Bloodshed On Second Street. 


Attacks on two cars of the Second- 
street line as they passed Breckinridge 
Ftreet at 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
resulted In the arrest of flve men, four 
of whom admitted that they were strik¬ 
ers, and the temporary abandonment of 
traffic on -that line. Motormen on both 
the cars were struck with stones and 
other missiles; police placed on the 
cars to Insure protection were assailed 
and cursed, and Inspector Patrick Lally. 
of the Louisville Hallway Company. 
v.Tas struck In the back with a half 
brick and painfully injured Missiles 
hurled by the strikers and their sympa¬ 
thizers crashed through every win¬ 
dow In the two cars and the shat¬ 
tered gla-ss scattered, the fragments 
striking the police and the strike¬ 
breaking car employes. 

The assault on the two Second-street 
cars at Second and Breckinridge 
streets yesterday was the most severs 
attack the striding union men and their 
sympathizers have yet made on any 
car or other property of the car com¬ 
pany since the calling of the strike. 
When the strike-breakers had finally 
run the gauntlet of a crowd of fully 
300 men for the last time there was a 
general sigh of relief, and one of the 
motormen asked: 

"Say, do we have to run back 
through that gang to get to the barn?” 


were at this corner at the same time 
and a crowd quickly gathered and sur¬ 
rounded them. Wagons were driven on 
the tracks In front of the cars and It 
was Impossible to move them. A hur¬ 
ry call was sent to Central station and 
a patrol wagon full of patrolmen quick¬ 
ly appeared on the scene and dispersed 
the crowd. M. J. Finnegan was ar¬ 
rested by Patrolmen Zell and Scanlon 
on a charge of disorderly conduct. He 
Is believed to have struck a motonmn, 
but he asserts that he merely boarded 
the car In order to dissuade the man 
from his work.

Mud Balls Thrown By Mob. 

An hour later a Second-street car 
was surrounded by a mob at Second 
and York streets. The strike sympa¬ 
thizers began to throw stones and mis¬ 
siles and smashed many of the win¬ 
dows. Some of the men apparently 
were so Infuriated that, finding no 
missile at hand, they scraped up the 
mud on the street and making mud 
balls directed them against the car and 
Its occupants. One of the missiles 
struck George J. McDonald, a strike¬ 
breaker in charge of the car, on the arm 
with such force that he was forced to 
have the Injury attended. He managed 
to continue the journey. 

Ben Horn, aged twenty years, a driv¬ 
er and a former employe of the street- 
railway company, was arrested at Sec¬ 
ond street and Ormsby avenue by Pa¬ 
trolmen Dnright and Zell at 11 o'clock 
yesterday morning on a charge of ob¬ 
structing a railroad. Horn. It is al¬ 
leged, drove a heavy delivery wagon 
across the tracks In front of a Second- 
street car and refused to move out of 
the way of the car. He delayed the car 
for several minutes after which the 
patrolmen placed him under arrest.

Violence and Abuse. 


The outbreak at Second and Breckin¬ 
ridge streets at 11 o’clock was the last 
and most severe of several attacks that 
had been ‘made on the Second-street 
cars throughout the entire morning. 

Earlier In the day. at 9 o’clock* the 

crowd had first formed at Second and 
Walntit streets and was gradually 
forced out the street by the police. All 
of the cars passing in and out Second 
street were stopped and assailed by 
the strikers and their sympathizers. 
In each Instance the motormen and 
conductor, who were strike-breakers, 
were the victims at whom the angry 
crowd hurled vile oaths and vic¬ 
ious threats. To be called a 
"dirty scab” was easy for the 

strike-breakers to tolerate, but the 

black oaths which the Imported 
nrren hod to “gwallow" were not Intend¬ 
ed to put smiles on their faces. Panes 
of glass were broken In from of the 
motormen*8 faces; bricks and stones 
crashed through the car windows at 
the conductor; oaths filled the air. and 
the blue coats of. the police -yere taken 
for targets. 

Up till 10:30 o’clock the crowd of 
men along Second street had done no 
more damage than t)ie breaking of a 
few windows. As each car passed, 
however, the strike sympathizers seem¬ 
ingly became more* determined to put 
an end to traffic on the line and the 
threats became more severe as each 
car came into sight. From 10 till 11 
o'clock the mob gradually moved from 
Broadway to Breckinridge street and 
It was there that they took their final 
stand against the strike-breakers who 
wore driving the cars. 

• • • 

Mob Falls Upon Car. 


An ice wagon, empty save for a 
single cake of ice, and from which the 
horse had been unhitched, was placed 
directly on the tracks as car No. 952 
approached Breckinridge street. The 
car had been allowed to make it’s way 
through the scattered crowd up to that 
point, but there It w’as compelled to 
stop. No sooner had the car come to a 
stand then the mob swarmed In, the 
men packing themselves closely around 
the car. Yells and threats and oaths 
which had greeted the approach of the 
car became louder, and the fusillade of 
half bricks and bowlders began rain¬ 
ing down on It. During the excitement, 
which lasted for more than ten minutes, 
flve arrests w’ere made and four of the 
men taken Into custody by the police 
Afterward admitted that they w-ere 
members of the striking union. Each 
of the flve men Is said to have thrown 
rocks at the strike-breakers. 

Before the first car could get through 
the jam a second came in sight and 
the mob relaxed, but by the time the 
second car was stopped the first one 
got away. The second car suffered the 

same fate as the first.

Men and Polioe Injured. 


During the attack on the two cars 
x men were slightly Injured, three of 
lem being police. The Injured are: 
Patrolman Sam Hart, struck on right 
and and right shoulder by rocks. 
Patrolman Mike Baldwin, left hand 
ijured by a rock. 

Patrolman John Moran, left hand cut 
y shattered glass.

Five Arrests Made. 


Attempts to run cars on the East 
Broadway and West Jeffers m-street 
line were abandoned yesterday morn¬ 
ing, when the first car. which had 
been taken out on its maiden trip at 
9:10 o’clock, was returned to the barn 
at Highland and Baxter avenues In a 
badly battered condition. The dilapidat¬ 
ed condition of the car. In addition to 
the appearance of the police who had 
manned It. frightened the thirty-five 
men who had reported on duty so bad¬ 
ly that they refused to take out any 
more cars, and. without further ado. 
left the barn- 

The car In question was in charge of 
James McAullfTe. motorman, and was 
started from the barn at 9:10 o’clock. 
For protection twelve patrolmen under 
Capt. Riley, accompanied the car men. 

The trip w'as smooth enough until 
the car arrived at Second and Jef¬ 
ferson streets, where it was treated 
so badly by a crowd nf strike sympa¬ 
thisers that very likely It will remain 
In the repair shop for several days. 
Stones and missiles flew so freely at 
this point that It is surprising that 
no one was Injured, since the car car¬ 
ried a good many passengers, Capt. 
Riley was the only one who suffered 
and his Injury was slight. Some tough 
of the mob struck him squarely In 
the chest with a large and well-directed 
stone. 

• • • 

Held Back Mob Throws Stones. 


The mob numbered from 200 to 300 
men. They surrounded the car and 
succeeded In bringing it to a stop, 
though the police were successful In 
keeping them from boarding it. Find¬ 
ing themselves frustrated In this par¬ 
ticular the strike sympathizers resort¬ 
ed to the use of stones. They smashed 
almost every window in the car and 
kept the passengers constantly on the 
Jump in an effort to evade being 
struck. But for the prompt action of 
the police in dispersing the crow'd, It 
is believed that several persona would 
have been injured. 

McAuliffe, w’ho Is one of the oldest 
and best motormen In the employ of 
the street railway company, grimly 
stuck to his post, even though the as¬ 
sailants directed their main attack 
against him and threw stones and other 
missiles at him. When the mob wna 
dispersed partly he applied hls hand 
to the controller and sent the car down 
JefTerson street to the end of the line. 
They had no other mishap during the 
run. 

When he returned the car to the 
barn and the thirty-five men there saw 
Its condition there was much Interest 
shown. Efforts were made by the com¬ 
pany’s officials to induce several of 
the men to take their cans out. but 
all positively refused, and left for their 
homes to report on duty again w'hen 
conditions have become less* danger¬ 
ous. 

• • • 

Strike-breaker Injured. 


Harry Mason, of St. Louis, an Import¬ 
ed strike-breaker, was struck on the 
temple by a pair of pliers, hurled at 
him through a window of a Seoond- 
street car Bit First and Market streets 
yesterday morning. Ho sustained a 
deep gash, but after receiving medical 
attention announced that he felt well 
enough to stay at hls work. 

The attack occurred on a Second- 
street car, which had been run from 
the car barn at Fourth avenue and C 
street In order to get fifteen strike¬ 
breakers from the Capital HoteL None 
of the old motormen or conductors had 
appeared at the car barn yesterday 
morning, and the company’s officials 
found it necessary to press several 
strike-breakers into service. The car 
was held up several times on Its course 
from the barn to the Capital Hotel, but 
no serious trouble arose uivtll the car 
reached First and Market on Its return 
trip. At Fburth avenue and Bloom 
street a crowd of people had congre¬ 
gated, but the police aboard the car 
alighted and pressed back the mob be¬ 
fore it w’as able to interfere with the 
course of the car. 

When the car reached First and Mar¬ 
ket streets on its trip back to the barn 
a crowd numbering fifty or a hundred 
persons surrounded the car and at¬ 
tempted to hold k up. They hooted and 
jeered at the strike-breakers, but the 
police forced them back and enabled 
the car to continue on Its way. As the 
car Parted down the street one of the 
crowd threw r n pair of pliers through 
the window nnd struck Mason.

DEMONSTRATION 


One Thousand Strong,Parade 
City's Business Streets. 


Follows Great Mass Meeting 
At First and Jefferson. 


Imported Motormen Labelled 
As “Thieves and Thugs." 


SPEAKERS CLAIM VICTORY. 


Nearly a thousand strikers and their 
sympathizers bearing transparencies 
and headed by a brass band paraded 
the otherwise business thoroughfares of 
Louisville last night. Some of the 
streets were inches deep in mud and a 
light rain was falling, but these did 
not serve to dampen the ardor or en-, 
thushism of the men. Some of the 
transparencies bore the inscriptions, 
“We are Striking for the Right," “We 
Aisk Forty-five Minutes for Meals," 
“Street Cura for Rent" and other 
legends calculated to enlist the sympa¬ 
thy of the people lined along the side¬ 
walks. 

The parade started from First and 
Jefferson streets at 9:16 o’clock, where 
mass-meetings were held by the striko 
leaders, and proceeded west on Jeffer¬ 
son street to Fourth avenue, ourt Fourth 
avenue to Walnut street, west to Sixth 
ared in to the City Hall, where a halt 
w-as made and the bund played lively 
music. Then the body marched through 
Sixth street to Market street and pro¬ 
ceeded east on that thoroughfare tx> the 
Capital Hotel, w’here the strike-break¬ 
ers are quartered. Another halt was 
made and the band serenaded the 
guests of the establishment, some of 
w’hom w'ero strike-breakers. 

Fully 500 small boys and street ur¬ 
chins brought up in the van of the pa¬ 
rade. Many of them had horns with 
w’hlch they made much racket and they 
cheered and shouted themselves hoarse. 
The parade finally disbanded at the 
starting place. 

• • • 

Name "Funk” Without Reserve. 

The welkin fairly rang with yells as 
the crowd moved down Jefferson street 
and in Fourth avenue. There w'as no 
order to the line of march. Some of 
the marchers walked In the street, 
while others took the sidewalk. As the 
column passed the general offices of 
the Louisville Railw’ay Oomrpany on 
Jefferson street yells of derision rent 
the air. The men handled the name 
of "Funk’* without gloves or reserva¬ 
tion. This w'as kept up until the col¬ 
umn finally filed around the comer of 
Fourth avenue. 

The march was really the disbanding 
of the mass-meeting held In Germania 
Hall and on fhe street in front of Beck’s 
Hall. Speeches were made by Ben Com¬ 
mons. tlie strike leader; Herwltt Nall, 
a local attorney; William Jacobs, Ed- 
w r ard Merrick and W. G. Shea. The 
crow’d began to gather as early as 7 
o’clock, and it was soon found'that an 
overflow meeting would have to be held 
in the street. Fully 2,500 people as¬ 
sembled In the hall and on the street. 
The speakers alternated, speaking a 
few* minutes in the hall and then from 
the wagon In the street. The crowd 
listened to the speakers and talked 
among themselves feu nearly two hours. 

It was utterly Impossible to hear the 
speakers In the street ten feet from the 
wagon, the crowd kept up such a com¬ 
motion. Many In the crowd were boys 
and children and women. A large num¬ 
ber were attracted through mere curios¬ 
ity. It was more of a hurrah crowd 
than a deliberative assembly. 

• • • 

4 ’Strike-Breakers Also Thieves.” 

William Jacobs, who was president 
of a former union of street car men 
organized in Louisville about seven 
years ago, and w’ho alleges that he was 
discharged because of hls affiliation 
with a union, spoke referring to the 
strike-breakers who have arrived in 
Louisville. 

"Men who will come to Louisville 
from other cities and serve as sqabs 
on Louisville street cars, taking the 
places of union men with families to 
support, will do most anything" he 
said, "and I want to warn all who are 
assembled here never to leave their 
homes without securely locking all the 
doors as long os these men are in the 
city. It Is not s-afe for a man to leave 
hls wife alone and unprotected as long 
as these Imported thugs are In our 
midst. Take the history of Chicago 
following the teamsters' strike there. 
Just such men as have come into Lou¬ 
isville to take our places were Imported 
there to break the strike, nnd a few’ 
weeks after they made their appear¬ 
ance in Chicago crime In that city in¬ 
creased 80 per cent.

Says Supt. Funk Laughed At Idea of Tying Up System- 
Company Has At No Time Had Enough 
Men, He Declares. 


Charges of gross misrepresentation 
on the part of the superintendent of 
the Louisville Railway Company were 
made late yesterday afternoon by Mayor 
Paul C. Barth, in an interview’ given 
out by him following the conference 
with business men held In hls office. 
The Mayor alleged that Mr. Funk, 
when he called at the City Hull before 
the strike order w»ent Into effect to ar¬ 
range for police protection of property 
belonging to the Louisville Railway 
Company, disserted that the union was 
only about 400 strong, and that fully 
700 men would remain loyal to the com¬ 
pany. 

“In addition to this, he said that 400 
out-of-town men were coming to Lou¬ 
isville to take charge of cars." said the 
Mayor, “making a total of 1.100 men. 
He said that all the company wanted 
was the assurance that the police 
would afford the necessary protection, 
and that it could then operate Its cars 
without any trouble. Mr. Funk laughed 
at the Idea of the railway system be¬ 
coming tied up. ‘When It came to a 
show-down he didn’t have the men to 


operate the cars, and now’ he Is trying 
to blame the police force and the ad¬ 
ministration for his failure. 

“The street cars would have been 
operated Sunday, only for the lack of 
men to run them. The same thing was 
true of yesterday, and It is still true 
to-day. The Louisville Railway Com* 
IKiny officials have misrepresented 
things from start to finish. The police 
are ready to give protection, but the 
company hasn’t the men." 

Referring to the trouble of yesterday, 
Mayor Barth said that such occur¬ 
rences must *top. 

“While I believe that every police¬ 
man on the force is doing hls best to 
protect the property of the street-car 
company, and quell riots, the public 
can help materially. If there is a 
member of the Police Department who 
is not doing his duty I want to know' 
it, and I want to request every citizen 
who may see a policeman fall to do his 
duty to moke a note of that police¬ 
man's number and report his conduct 
to me. It will be one of the greatest 
aids in restoring order, and I hope that 
every citizen will feel that there Is a 
certain amount of responsibility resting 
upon him In the matter."

Ben Commons* International organ¬ 
izer and strike leader, made but few' 
remarks during the meetings* He com¬ 
plained that hls throat was sore. He 
admonished the strikers to stand firm 
and asked their friends to do the same. 
He said they were fighting for their 
rights, and that they w’ould get them 
if they w’ould remain true to the cause, 
Hewitt Nall made lengthy speeches 
In the hall and on the street. He said 
that unionism was right, and that the 
cause for which the street car men 
were striking w'as just in every way. 
He declared that self-preservation was 
the first law* of nature, and that was 
the prime reason that the strike was 
now on in Louisville. He compared the 
fight of the strikers for their rights 
from the Louisville Railway Company 
to the fight of the Cubans to free them¬ 
selves from the tyranical yoke of the 
Spanish. 

Edward Merrick, of the sheet metal 
w'orkers, and W. G. Shea also made 
short talks. In which they said that 
the strikers had the sympathy of the 
people of Louisville and all they had to 
do was to stand firm and they w’ould 
win.

Resolutions indorsing the strike of 
the street-car men, and pledging their 
moral and financial support were 
adopted at a meeting of the Louisville 
Federation of Labor held last night at 
Beck’s Hall. Another resolution, which 
was adopted, provides for the appoint¬ 
ment by John Young, president of the 
Louisville Federation of Labor, of a 
committee of flve to solicit from the 
different labor bodies and strike sym¬ 
pathizers funds for the benefit of the 
strikers.

The 
ten delegates from the new’ street-car 
employes* union were admitted to affili¬ 
ation with the Federation. 


SATISFIED WITH MAIL¬ 
CARRYING SITUATION 


SUPERINTENDENT RAGER SAYS 
COMPANY IS DOING ALL 
IT CAN. 


Charles T. Rnger, superintendent of 
the Railway Mall Service of the Fifth 
division, with headquarters at Cincin¬ 
nati. who Is in Louisville as special 
representative of the Second Assistant 
Postmaster General to look after the 
handling of the mail between the main 
post-office and the eight subs lations In 
the city by the Louisville Railway 
Company, said last night that he was 
pleased with the general results of the 
day, although three trips were missed 
hy the cars. He said there wtu no 
attempt, so far as he could learn, de¬ 
liberately to delay cars carrying the 
mall. Mr. Roger made a report of two 
delaysonly. but twi) or three were at 
the same place. 

The first trip of the mall from the 
main post-office to the substation at 
Fourteenth and Main streets w’as 
missed from the fact that rubbish and 
rocks had been piled on the Shelby - 
street line, near Kentucky street. The 
mall to the substation is carried by 
the Shelby-street and Portland-avenue 
car. Mr. Roger said the Louisville 
Railway Company might have got to 
work on clearing the track a little 
sooner, but he had no particular kick 
to make on that 

The 6 o’clock run to Fifteenth and 
Kentucky streets, on the Fifteenth- 
street line, was missed for the reason 
that the company had no men to pe¬ 
rn te the car. The trip to that substa¬ 
tion w’as also missed at 9 o’clock, but 
after that there w’as no delay. 

• • • 

Thinks They Did Their Best. 

“We are very well satisfied with the 


situiUtlon," said Mr. Hager. “I think 
the railway company did its best to ful¬ 
fill Its contract. The only attempt at 
Interference 1 heal'd of was at Thir¬ 
teenth and Market streets, where a car 
was returning to the barn after It had 
taken the maJl to the substation. It 
seems that the crowd yelled and made 
a grab at the *U. S. Mall’ sign, but a 
policeman came up and explained that 
the car was merely going to the barn 
after having left the mall at the sub¬ 
station. This satisfied the crowd and 
no further attempt was made to molest 
the car. I shall remain in Louisville 
until everything seems to resume Its 
normal state and then return to Cin¬ 
cinnati."

Superintendent Roger Makes Report. 

Washington. March 12.—[Special.] — 
Supt. Rager, of the Railway Mall Serv¬ 
ice, who arrived In Louisville to-day to 
take charge of the street railway mail 
service by direction of the Second As¬ 
sistant Postmaster General, telegraphed 
the department this afternoon a pre¬ 
liminary report on the strike situation. 
He says that up to the hour of filing 
hls telegram the service has been per¬ 
formed with the exception of two trips, 
one caused by the company’s not hav¬ 
ing employes and the other by obstruc¬ 
tions on the track that were later re¬ 
moved. He says mall cars only are 
carrying United States mall signs. Un¬ 
der the law the car company Is only al¬ 
lowed to exhibit United States mall 
car signs when actually carrying the 
mails on the trips under their con¬ 
tracts with the department. The de¬ 
partment has Instructed Postmaster 
Woods to oonsult with the District At¬ 
torney regarding the enforcement of 
the law and any unlawful Interruption 
of United States mall cars. 

"The Post-office Department." Mr. 
Shallenberger explained, "has a con¬ 
tract with the street car company to 
handle mall betw’een certain specified 
points."

Must Carry Mail. 


"We simply look to the company to 
execute that contract," he said. “If it 
does not perform the service It has con¬ 
tracted to perform, it is liable to & se¬ 
vere fine. In the event of a local dis¬ 
turbance, such as they aro experiencing 
now In Louisville, the company must 
still fill its contract, even though It has 
to hire automobiles or some other con¬ 
veyances to get the mail to Its desti¬ 
nation. The company does not look to 
this deportment for protection against 
violence but to the local authorities. If 
a mail car is delayed or wrecked or 
obstructed in any manner, the company 
may make a complaint to the United 
States District Attorney. If, In the 
Judgment of the District Attorney, the 
case is sufficiently serious to warrant 
the attention of the Government, he 
will report it to the Department of Jus¬ 
tice for such action as the Attorney 
General, under the direction of the Ad¬ 
ministration. may take. Any proceed¬ 
ings taken by the Government in the 
matter must be instituted through the 
Deparment of Justice and not through 
the Post-office Department." 

Postmaster R. E. WoikIs felt very 
much relieved last night, and so ex¬ 
pressed himself. He received several 
complaints yesterday from the business 
people In the vicinity of Fifteenth and 
Kentuckv streets in regard to the miss¬ 
ing of the early run of mail, but he 
assured the complainants that he was 
doing all he could to get their mall to

MEN HERE TO 
BREAK STRIKE 


Greatest Number Are Sent 
From Cincinnati. 


Said To Be From 150 To 200 
On Ground. 


Quartered At Capital Hotel 
and Car Barns. 


EFFORTS TO BREAK RANKS. 


The number of strike-breakers now in 
the city to take the places of the strik¬ 
ing motormen and conductors is vari¬ 
ously estimated between one hundred 
and fifty and two hundred, but mem¬ 
bers of the union say this number Is 
an exaggeration and assert that there 
are not more than one hundred Import¬ 
ed strike-breakers in the city. Officials 
of the railway company say there is 
even a much larger number of men 
now’ here ready to go to work and that 
the number will bo doubled by to-night 
with arrivals from Cleveland, Chicago, 
Cincinnati and other Northern paints. 

The railw’uy officials refuse to give 
the stopping places of the strike-break¬ 
ers, and as their location is unknown 
to the strikers it is Impossible to give 
the exact number of recruits. It is 
asserted by officials of the union that 
out of the arrivals during the past two 
days twenty-five have returned to their 
homes after finding out the exact sit¬ 
uation. wdille others haw deserted the 
cause and joined with the strikers. 

Strike-breakers to the number of 
eighty arrived last night from Cin¬ 
cinnati over the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville railroad, having been sent to Lou¬ 
isville by a private detective agency 
of Cincinnati, which Is engaged In se¬ 
curing men to replace the strikers, and 
it is raid twice that number will be 
sent from the same point on an early 

train this morning.

the patrolmen on the Second-street cars 
and later sent to headquarters. All 
during the day hundreds of strikers 
congregated on the corners opposite the 
barns and did picket duty, but no ef¬ 
fort was made, according to the police, 
to harm any of the strike-breakers !n 
the barns. The strikers were re-en¬ 
forced at various times during the day 
by crowds of sympathizers and small 
boys, w’ho hooted and Jeered the men 
inside the barns and gave three cheers 
for the “union,” 

Supt. H. L. Gilman said late yester¬ 
day afternoon that he had been on 
duty constantly at the Fourth-avenue 
barns rince Saturday with very little 
sleep and would continue to remain 
there and look after the men until the 
situation became less critical. None of 
the strike-breakers, about thirty in 
number, who are now at the Fourth- 
avenue barns, attempted to leave the 
barns last night, but w’ere content to 
sleep on cot* furnished them by the 
street railway company.

Schrelber and Walz said that some of 
the assailants w’ere old employes of 
the company who had Joined the strik¬ 
ers.

WITH BY THE STRIKE. 


The strike-breakers being brought to 
Louisville by the Louisville Railway 
Company to take the place of the men 
now out on a strike are being gathered 
from various sections of the country by 
E. W. Morris, a representative of the 
Acme Secret Service Association, of 
Cincinnati, O. Mr. Morris is now in the 
city in person directing the movements 
of the strike-breakers, and during yes¬ 
terday visited the various car barns to 
look out for the welfare of hls men. 

Most of the strike-breakers are quar¬ 
tered at the barns over the city w’here 
they will remain until It Is seen that 
all trouble Is over. When Detective 
Morris arrived in Louisville with a 
number of strike-breakers on Sunday 
he took them to the Capital Hotel on 
Market street, between Preston and 
Floyd streets, w’here they remained 
Sunday night, Monday and part of 
Tuesday, until their leader had ascer¬ 
tained from the railway company 
which barns to take them to. 

Several of the men who came to 
Louisville with Detective Morris were 
met by a committee from the strlkeis 
early yesterday morning and, after 
listening to the plea of the commlttea, 
signified their intentions of returning 
home, and were furnished with trans¬ 
portation by the committee. They left 
on the afternoon trains for their homes. 
According to a statement made by 
Manager Lan Brldw’ell, of the Capital 
Hotel, yesterday afternoon, serious 
trouble w’as feared between the strikers 
and the nonunion men early In the 
morning in the lobby of the hotel.

Almost Riot In Hotel. 


H. L. Gilman, superintendent of the 
car barns at Fourth avenue and Avery 
street, received a letter yesterday 
w’hlch threatened hls life unless he 
compiled with the wishes cf the s*r!k- 
ors. Supt. Gilman received the let¬ 
ter by mall while discussing the situa¬ 
tion with a reporter, and while he re¬ 
fused to allow’ It to be read or to give 
out the contents for publication he said 
It was a serious threat against him 
personally. The letter was unsigned 
and was written In a disguised hand 
and It was the opinion of Supt. Gil¬ 
man that it was written by one of th? 
men formerly connected with the 
Fourth-avenue barns, and who disguis¬ 
ed the handwriting for fear of having 
the author traced by looking over the 
pay rolls. Supt. Gilman said he w’ould 
pay no attention to the threat and 
w'ould destroy the letter and make no 
effort to ascertain the author.

Riot Call To Capitol Hotel. 


Mr. Brldwell said he wa a hurriedly 
summoned to the office at 5 o'clock by 
the night clerk and found a committee 
of about seventy-five strlk*-rs. He said 
the committee asked permission to t ilk 
to the nonunion men. and believing that 
trouble was Imminent he refused the 
request until he was assured that vio¬ 
lence would not be resorted to. 

He said a majority of the men readily 
consented to see the strikers and for 
a half hour the local situation was 
discussed by them in the office of the 
hotel. Several of the men, he said, 
were firm in their intention to remain 
In Louisville and do till In their power 
to break the strike, while others w r ero 
willing to accede to the wishes of the 
strikers and return to their homes cr 
remain and become members of the 
union.

The Capital Ho¬ 
tel Is the rendezvous of teh strike 
breakers, and the mob which gathered 
In frotn of the hotel at 9 o’clock last 
night, according tp Manager Bridw’ell.

and before the arrival of the police re¬ 
serves fully tw’enty torpedoes had been 
exploded and a general stampede had 
and other guests of the hotel. 

Manager Bridwrell said several of the 
men threw open the doors of the hotel 
and hooted and yelled at the strike 
breakers and dared them to come out 
on teh street, and so badly scared were 
those In the hotel office that they stam¬ 
peded for the upper floors. Manager 
Brldwell said the men in the mob con¬ 
tinued to remain In front of the hotel 
and knock on the windows with such 
force that he was compelled to call 
for aid from the police department to 
prevent hls property from being de¬ 
stroyed. eH said the men had no choice 
of the language they used and that the 
w'ord “scab” was the mildest term ap¬ 
plied to teh strike breakers. Forty-ono 
more men registered at the Capital

ALL LOUISVILLE SCHOOLS 
WILL “KEEP” EVERY DAY. 


About the only Louisville Institutions 
that are not feeling the effects of the 
street car tie-up are the hotels. AH of 
these last night reported large business, 
and the registers bore ou*t the assertion 
of the management that vacant room* 
were few. At the present time visitors 
to the city on commercial errands are 
here by the hundred. They Include 
many buyers who are looking around 
for fall stocks, and Main-Street mer¬ 
chants said yesterday that the outlook 
Is for one of the most prosperous sea¬ 
sons known In years, although it w’j* 
feared that the street-car strike will 
prevent many buyers from coming to 
Tow n who otherwise would do so at the 
present time.

Eighty Said To Have Come To Louis* 
villo From Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, O.. March 12.—[Special.]—

ville to aid in preserving order. The 
commandant of the fort will take no 
action unices orders are received from 
Washington.

that had been recruited at the Cincin¬ 
nati offices of the Acme Detective 
Agency for the assistance of the street 
railway company In Louisville. Th« 
arrival of the latest batch of strike¬ 
breakers from Cincinnati, numbering 
eighty men in all. will make a total of 
about 200 men that have been recruit¬ 
ed In Cincinnati and sent to the seen* 
of trouble In the Falls City. 

Offices for the recruiting of strike¬ 
breakers are to be opened up at om* 
in some hotel In Chicago. Indianapolis 
and Cleveland, and It is the Intention to 
recruit sc-me 500 or 600 men in all for 
the Louisville Railway Company. 

George W. Koch, head of the Acm« 
Detective Agency, refused positively to 
discuss the situation, saying that the 
matter was absolutely confidential be¬ 
tween himself and the car company In 
Louisville.

“Of course,’* he said, “the pupils of 
the High Schools, especially of the 
Girls’ High School, will encounter dlf- 
I Acuity, more or lees. In reaching school, 
but this will not keep school from being 
open.” 

Another point that has to be consid¬ 
ered he said. Is the trouble which will 
result from allowing the pupils who 
attend school now to get ahead in their 
studies of the other pupils who are un¬ 
able to attend. Some provision will be 
made to lessen the inconvenience from 
that source. 

Prof. W. H. Bartholomew, of the 
Girls’ High School, said that the at¬ 
tendance at the school yesterday was 
about 30 per cent, of the whole, but 
that he expected a much larger num¬ 
ber to be present to-day.

Mr. Roosevelt and California. 

The President of the United States 
has no power except what Is conferred 
upon him by the Constitution. That 
Instrument gives him nothing to do 
with State Legislatures. He is not 
even authorized to recommend meas¬ 
ures to them, as he may do to Con¬ 
gress. _ 

Still, Mr. Roosevelt, who Is for the 

. r • 

time being President of the United 
States, feels called upon to recommend 
to the California Legislature that it 
take no action on certain bills now be¬ 
fore It, and tho Legislatures acquiesces. 
It does this for the reason that tho 
<&tat© is interested in the position of 
the Federal Government with reference 
to Immigration, which is undoubtedly 
a matter for Congress to settle. Mr. 
Roosevelt represents that the State 
Legislature may Interfere with his ne¬ 
gotiations for the exclusion of Japanese 
laborers. But he goes further, and 
says that the passage of the proposed 
bills may render recent legislation by 
Congress Ineffective. 

The recent legislation related to pass¬ 
ports to Japaneso to go to Hawaii, 
whence they were sent to go In consid¬ 
erable numbers to California. It gave 
discretionary power to the President as 
to those passports whenever he thought 
they might provo detrimental to tho 
Interests of American labor. But it is 
pretty generally understood that this 
discretionary power was granted, at 
tho request of the President, to give 
him something to trade on with the 
Legislature of California. His right to 
make treaties, subject to the consent of 
the Senaite, did not depend upon con¬ 
gressional legislation. No act of Con¬ 
gress "obuld tako from him his con- 
k stltutlonal powers, but they do not 
amount to much until the assent of the 
’ Senate Is obtained. 

Whether K Is good policy to promote 
a aystem of trading In legislation and 
la treaties between a State Legislature 
and the President may well be doubted. 


The Winters Case. 

Louisville has troubles of her own 
Just now, but she Is not so engrossed 
in her own grief that she cannot con¬ 
gratulate tho citizens of Caldwell 
county upon tho evident disposition 
upon the part of her grand Jurors to 
continue the Investigation of the burn¬ 
ing of the tobacco stemmeries there 
laetr December. 

William Winters was arrested upon 
a charge of complicity In the crime of 
arson, a few' days after the outrage 
was perpetrated. He was released as 
the result of an examining trial before 
County Judge Blalock. He has now' 
been Indicted, and will be arraigned be¬ 
fore the Circuit Court. The question 
of whether he Is guilty must be passed 
upon by a petit Jury. The selection of 
that* Jury should be undertaken with 
the greatest care. The case is of ex¬ 
ceptional importance. If the trial should 
prove a travesty the verdict would be 
a license to outlaws in Western Ken¬ 
tucky. If he is innocent It Is to the 
interest of Caldwell county, the Dork 
Tobacco District and the State that 
tho VAMIct of acquittal shall be ren¬ 
dered by a Jury of men of known in¬ 
tegrity. 

The men who burned the stemmeries 
were contemptible felons who should be 
sent to the penitentiary. If Winters 
was on© of them no amount of sympa¬ 
thy or influence should stand between 


The One Issue. 

The Mayor seems at last to have 
awakened to the fact that Louisville is 
In the grip of a mob spirit which can¬ 
not be loosed by speeches to the mobs. 
His proclamation issued yesterday Is a 
step In the right direction. Now let 
him see that It Is obeyed to the letter. 

It is absolutely essential to the res¬ 
toration of order that the crowds of 
rioters which gather In tho streets and 
attack the cars be dispersed or pre¬ 
vented. In addition to that, every man 
who deliberately blocks a street car 
with a vehicle or other* obstruction 
must be arrested if the Mayor's procla¬ 
mation means what It says. This cer¬ 
tainly was not done yesterday. While 
there were some arrests for this plain 
violation of the law' there were scores 
of Instances In which \he police made 
no attempt to tako such offenders 
Into custody. The police did better 
yesterday than they did Monday; but 
they must do better than they did yes¬ 
terday If they are to save the city 
from an orgy of frenzied crime. 

The Administration makes too much 
of the misrepresentations of the rail¬ 
way company. Granted that the Ad¬ 
ministration was led to believe that the 
company had men to take outmanycars 
whereas It had enough to take out only 
a few% how' does that relieve tho city 
authorities in any way of their respon 
sibllity for the preservation of the 
peace? It Is their business, not to run 
cars, few or many, but to maintain 
order, and it Is impossible to see how 
If they have failed to do that w'hen but 
few f cars were run they would have 
been more successful with more cars 
running. 

The enforcement of the law Is now 
the one Issue before this community. 
Whether tho railway company or tho 
strikers are In the right, whether the 
railway company or the strikers are to 
win* are matters w'holly subsidiary to 
the enforcement of the law*, wholly sub¬ 
sidiary to the question whether the con 
troversy between the company and the 
strikers Is to be settled peaceably or 
by violence. With this controversy the 
authorities have nothing to do, but with 
the manner of its settlement they have 
everything to do. They must prove 
themselves equal to the emergency or 
they' must confess their inability to 
cope with the situation and act accord 
ingly. 

Serious as that situation U, the 
Courier-Journal has no doubt that it 
can be readily controlled If the Mayor 
shall see that his proclamation of yes¬ 
terday Is rigidly enforced. The restora¬ 
tion of order is the one demand now 
of all law-respecting citizens of this 
community, for the strike leaders them¬ 
selves Insist that none deprecates law 
lessness more deeply than they or has 
a greater interest in its suppression. 

It must be suppressed, and at once, 
if the dark menace of riot and blood 
which hangs over this city Is to be 
averted. 


the minimum German tariff. The atti¬ 
tude of the Senate Is well known, and 
Senators are exhorted by the dominant 
party' to stand by 1L In other words, 
If there Is to be any measure adopted 
to preserve our export trade to Ger 
many there must be a change of heart 
on the part of somebody that Is now 
dominant In dictating the conditions 
of our foreign trade. If the present 
policy is adhered to there Is no chance 
■that tho next Congress will do any¬ 
thing to facilitate our trade with 
Germany, and we shall ultimately have 
to pay the maximum rates for exports 
to that country. Should that mute- 
rJalifce there will be a vigorous outcry 
against the stand-pat policy. 


Our German Trade. 

From Washington come vague assur¬ 
ances, undoubtedly Inspired from of¬ 
ficial sources, that a tariff war with 
Germany will be avoided, In spite of 
the fact that Congr^s adjourned with¬ 
out taking any measure to prevent IL 
It is known that the existing arrange¬ 
ment. by a sort of modus vivendi, has 
been extended till next June. We are 
now' told in a roundabout way that this 
will be continued another year, In re¬ 
turn for certain ^concessions In the ad¬ 
ministration of our tariff laws. In order 
to give Congress time enough to act. 

It Is known that the President sent 
a commission to Germany to talk ovor 
the matter of tariff rates between the 
two countries, and. If possible, come 
to some agreement. It has been re¬ 
peatedly said that some sort of under¬ 
standing was reached, but for all that 
It was not laid before Congress. If 
this country can by any arrangement 
enjoy the lower rates of the German 
tariff for another year K wdll, of course, 
be very acceptable to our exporters 
to Germany. But even If this 
be accomplished, It is con¬ 
fessedly only for the purpose of giv¬ 
ing Congress a chance to act. To 
quote a prominent Republican paper, 
Germany la trying tho “rest cure” on 
us, or giving us time to return to our 
senses. But what are the indications 
that we are so returning? 

Suppose that the respite for one year 
more has been secured. The method of 
securing it is yet too vngue to attract 
criticism, though the country is natu¬ 
rally suspicious of a manipulation by 
executive authority of law’s passed by 
Congress. But we may assume, for the 
sake of argument, that this manipula¬ 
tion will be well within the rights of 
tiie Executive Department; It is by 
confession simply a makeshift to 
enable Congress to act. Now, the SIx- 
tleih Congress will meet In regular ses¬ 
sion on the first Monday of next De¬ 
cember. but will hardly do more than 
organize before the first of next year, 
six months before the new modus vt- 
verrdl will expire. Mr. Cannon will be 
Speaker of the House, and he Is In 
favor of standing pat on the tariff. 
That means that he Js opposed to any 
reduction in rates by act of Congress, 
or by commercial treaty. lie might 
favor a maximum and minimum tariff 
If the minimum w'ere put a‘t the Ding- 
ley rates, and the maximum made 
higher; not otherwise. In other words, 
he Is opposed to any concessions to 
Germany in return for our enjoying 


Pneumonia a Mollycoddle Killer. 

Statistics recently compiled show that 
pneumonia Is killing more persona In 
the United States than any other dis¬ 
ease. This is due In part to the fact 
that tuberculosis Is not killing as many 
persons as formerly. At this time of th e 
year—the pneumonia season—it be¬ 
hooves all persons to take reasonable 
precautions as preventative measures. 

Pneumonia Is an obstinate disease 
that usually rubs its course. It Is ex¬ 
tremely difficult to manage, and an 
ounce of prevention Is worth more than 
many pounds of euro. Tho disease may 
attack the hardiest Individual nrtd 
prove his sudden taking off or It may 
attack a weakling and allow him to 
pull through, but the special quarry of 
pneumonia Is the mollycoddle who is 
overheated with stimulating food and 
drink from within and with enervating 
steam heat without. Ho is a fat and 
tender feast for the microbe—or what 
ever It Is—that causes pneumonia. 

Tho tendency in the densely populat¬ 
ed portions of this country is to regard 
hot air In homo and office building as 
the breath of life and fresh air ns the 
Dread Destroyer, which must be kept 
out of living rooms and work rooms 
at all costs. The antl-fresh air super¬ 
stition Is a powerful nlly of pneumonia. 
A pair of lungs enervated by breathing 
devitalized air, a body made tender by 
a temperature that constantly keeps the 
pores open, and organs weakened by 
"high living,” fit a man perfectly to be¬ 
come tho easy prey of the most sue 
cessful of all diseases in keeping up 
tho mortality rate. 

Our grandmothers believed that all 
air was hurtful, especially night air, 
and notwithstanding the popular belief 
that our grandmothers were much 
healthier than we are to-day, consump¬ 
tion went through families, the first 
Infecting the second and tho second 
passing It to the third, and all mankind 
regarding It as a curse from which 
there was no escape and against which 
there was no protection but mollycod¬ 
dling and staving off the attacks of 
fresh air. If our grandmothers didn't 
die of pneumonia as readily n s their 
descendants it w’as not because they 
refused to coop themselves up in over¬ 
heated houses, aa w'o do to-day, but 
rather because fewer of them had the 
means of overheating houses and build, 
ings. 

Tho modern building, nmgniflctenUy 
equipped with machinery for baking 
every cubic Inch of air that gets intp it, 
and poorly equipped, or not equipped 
at all, for ventilation. Is the hand maid¬ 
en of pneumonia. After being par boll, 
ed in perspiration In hts office, his ho¬ 
tel, or at the theater, the over stimulat¬ 
ed urbanite fares forth in a storm, or 
In a drizzle, aa ready to soak up disease 
germs as Is a sponge to absorb water. 
The “bad cold,” grip, Influenza and 
pneumonia He In wait for him, nnd If 
he goes to hl's grave he does so feeling 
that at least he toojc every precau¬ 
tion against catching cold, even to the 
high ball with which ho armed himself 
before going out Into the weather. 

Some of the newest public buildings 
contain ventilating plants. In time it 
will be more generally recognized that 
fresh air Is a tonic that fortifies the 
system and that baked air weakens 
and throw's dow'n the fortifications, 
that exercise increases resisting pow¬ 
er and over-st 1 mutation, from meat or 
drink, decreases it. in the meantime 
pneumonia will continue to harvest th© 
mollycoddles. Those who see to it that 
they have a little fresh air where they 
work, where they read In the evening 
and where they sleep at night, who eat 
and drink temperately, sleep enough, 
and take a reasonable amount of ex¬ 
ercise, will have the best chance of es. 
coping the disease that stands first 
among fatal diseases. And now' is the 
time to take precautions.

As Others View It 

ThO people at a distance are not 
oblivious of conditions In Breathitt 
county, Ky.. and take notice of what 
Is done there. The Hartford (Conn.) 
Courant devotes an editorial of half a 
column to the subject. In addition to 
the treatment in the news columns. 
It tells of the going of the 
militia to Breathitt, of the dis¬ 
armament of the spectators, of the ap¬ 
plication for a change of venue, "but 
not to any nearby hill county.” Then 
the change to Elliott county by judge 
Carnes on his own motion—the Cour¬ 
ant puts It In Latin, proplo mottu—Is 
noted. 

The Courant continues; 

”We have looked up Elliott county on 
the map. It's a hill county of Eastern 
Kentucky, separated from Breathitt by 
two counties—Magoffin and Morgan—and 
nearer the Ohio river. ‘It la Inaccessible 
by railroad or telephone,' reports a Ken¬ 
tucky newspaper man, 'and Sandy Hook, 
the county seat, has 300 inhabitants. 
That's the place selected by Judge Carnes 
for trying Jim Hargis und others on a 
charge of murder. 

“Carnes is tho trial Judge by appoint¬ 
ment of Gov. Beckham. IIo'b one of that 
remarkable young politician's discoveries. 
Jim Hargis, member of the Democratic 
State Central Committee, has been use 
ful to Beckham In politics, and at least 
one witness has testified to brugs on 
Hargis' part that he -had bnly U> ask 
favors of the Governor to get them.” 

We attend to our own business, of 
course, and often must disregard the 
advice given us from the outside. But 
It Is not altogether useless to notice 
how these things strike disinterested 
observers In other States. Kentucky 
Is on trial to seo how' she will deal 
with the many murders that have fallen 
place In Breathitt, and one cannot be 
wholly Indifferent to public opinion in 
other localities. 


Jailbirds In Journalism. 

J. Ralph Burton, the former Kansas 
Senator, now' serving a Jail sentence for 
having violated his oath as a Senator 
by practicing for pay before depart¬ 
ments at Washington, will bo released 
from jail this month. It Is said that 
he will start a weekly paper In Abilene. 
Kan. This announcement will doubt¬ 
less be received without enthusiasm by 
the press of Kansas. 

Jailbirds have never been welcomed 
in journalism In the Wart. In the East 
there Is, however, a brilliant opportu¬ 
nity for the aspiring Journalist whose 
name stands for anything, be It fruit¬ 
fulness in producing the sort of novels 
thatt are read by scullery maids, repu- 
tatfbn for preaching the sort of ser¬ 
mons that are considered seriously by 
the ''unwashed'* as sermons, and as se¬ 
riously by the washed as evidences of 
the pulpit being put to base uses by un¬ 
scrupulous pulpiteers. or notoriety In 
connection with a criminal trial. Sen¬ 
ator Burton Is too much of a celebrity 
to waste himself upon the desert air 
of Abilene and the surrounding country 
as the editor of a weekly paper. He 
should make one long Jump from Jail 
to New York and become a star re¬ 
porter of criminal trials.

Ha rvey Rowe, of Laurel. 

Laurel county has produced some 
mandtillcrs of tender years and so-me 
crack shots of State-wide fame, but the 
name of Harvey Rowe, like that of 
Abou Ben Adhcm. leads all the resL 
According to dispatches from London, 
young Rowe, aged four years, killed hl9 
father's housekeeper and a watchdog 
with one bullet from a "forty-five 
Even in *the interesting annals of Lau¬ 
rel county the feat Ls unique. It may 
bo contended that tho boy did not know 
what he was about, but tho house¬ 
keeper. who lived several hours after 
she was shot, made an ante-mortem 
statement to tho effect that the boy 
loaded 'tho pistol and started to shoot 
a chloken. She told him not to kill the 
chicken, whereupon he turned the pistol 
upon her Just as the dog was passing. 

The ante-mortem statement estab¬ 
lishes the fact that Harvey Rowe was 
familiar with firearms; that he had an 
opinion of his marksmanship that war¬ 
ranted him In believing he could klH a 
chicken with a pistol; that tho house¬ 
keeper shared this opinion, and. in be¬ 
half of the chicken* protested.

Moreover, according to the correspond 
ervt, the housekeeper was a new ad¬ 
dition to the family, having been em¬ 
ployed after the death of young Rowe’s 
mother, which occurred only a few 
months ago. It la therefore fair to as¬ 
sume that Harvey Rowe considered her 
an Interloper and hzhl no other thought 
than to ahoot her. To assume that the 
young man is guilty of murder because 
he committed voluntary manslaughter 
would be unjust. Alienists may be able 
to show that he was not mentally re¬ 
sponsible.

The manufacturing Instinct of the 
American has not been confined to the 
material things of life. When he has 
needed a W’ord he has mado It, Just as 
he has Invariably mode other things 
that hd wanted. Sometimes he grafted 
the bud> of his thought on some foreign 
stem, sometimes he took foreign words 
and acclimated them, and sometimes he 
evidenced a glorious amount of inde¬ 
pendence and mad© his words, as the 

world was made, "out of nothing.” 

• • * 

Have you ever heard the reason why 
the American Government is called 
"Uncle Sam?” It was because on© Sam¬ 
uel Wilson, Government Inspector of 
beef and pork at Troy, N. Y., in 1812, 
had a way of marking his barrels with 
his own Initials and ”U. S..” meaning 
United States. A workman who was 
something of a wag saw* the letters, 
and facetiously remarked that he sup¬ 
posed they stood for "Uncle Sam.” The 
poke was retold and retold until it be¬ 
came a common saying, and the general 
Government has been so nicknamed for 
nearly a hundred years. 

iii 

Over a century ago the United States 
was also known to England and other 
foreign Countrles as "Brother Jona¬ 
than.” Why? Because George Wash¬ 
ington was very greatly influenced by 
the opinions of Jonathan Turnbull, and 
bad a way of saying; "Well. I must 
consult Brother Jonathan” beforo he 
made decisions. The term became local 

and then drifted to Its general use. 

• • • 

Tammany, the name adopted by a 
Democratic club In New York In 1871, 
had been used for nearly a hundred 
years. It was the angllclzatlon of the 
name of wise old Taman©, an Indian 
chief who lived In Pennsylvania, and 
whoso name had been borrowed by con¬ 
tinental troops when they were casting 
about for an American saint to flaunt 
In tiie face of tho British enemy, w'ho 
had ”St. OeoVge” on their banners. 
When the Pennsylvania troops ac¬ 
claimed "St. Tamanend” many other 
colonials took it up, and he appeared 
later In all American almanacs in the 
form of his canonization. A day was 
even set apart as “Indian Saint's day.” 
He was recognized in half-jest as the 
tutelar saint of the American col¬ 
onies.” The Virginia Gazette of May 3, 
1774, contains an acoount of a celebra¬ 
tion In honor of the fine old chief, who 
afterward Kmt his name to the polit¬ 
ical club that now Immortalizes him. 

• • • 

Skedaddle” was bequeathed to the 
American vocabulary by a war cor¬ 
respondent from the London Times, 
who came over to report the Battle 
of Bull Run. He watched the very 
hurried and undignified manner In 
which the Union soldiers left the field, 
and applied to this rout the term ske¬ 
daddle. It was & catchy kind of word, 
and though Its origin is traced to a 
dignified position In the old Irish Bible, 
It retains the popularity given It In its 
new meaning. An offshoot of this word 

Is the now popular “skidoo.” 

• • • 

The true story of the origin of the 
slang use of "twenty-three” is a 
classic, or at least a near-classic. It 
came from the works of Charles Dick¬ 
ens. In "The Tale of Two Cities” the 
hero takes the place of another man 
condemned to die under the knife of the 
guillotine. About the dreadful place 
sit terrible women, kntting a record of 
tho number of lives ancrifioed to the 
sharp blade. A® Sydney Carton's head 
rolls from the knife to tho basket, the 
women knit "twenty-three.” Mr. Dick 
ena mokes a sentence, a paragraph, of 
that word with great dramatic effect. 
When the story of the book was staged 
under the title "The Only Way," the 
aotors took up the use of "twenty 
three” to indicate that the story was 
done, that the play was over, that It 
was the end of tlrlnga Th© stage¬ 
hands took it up, and after a while 
It was common property. Like many 
other bits of slang. It was in general 
use In the West for a year before Man¬ 
hattan adopted it. Those who desire 
further information should read the 
last chapter of "The Tale of Two 
dities." 

• • • 

Elbridge Gerry, of Masachusetts, ne- 
dlstrioted the State to his own advan¬ 
tage In 1811, nnd when some one looked 
at tiie new diet riot end remarked that 
It looked for all the world like a 
salamander, some one else refilled: 

Deter say a Gerry-mander.” And so 
the name was bom and has been kept 
to represent all such political redistrict- 
Ing. Borghese, a very corrupt gentle¬ 
man of the West In early days of his¬ 
tory. had such a fashion of framing 
fictitious checks, notes nnd bills of ex¬ 
change, playing on the credulity of 
traders, that anything In the line of 
forged paper became to the Westerner 
'borgheso,” or bogus, and so the name 
has remained. David Bowie, of early 
pioneer fame, Invented a broad-blad- 
ed, sharp-pointed knife which has since 
borne his name. 

• • • 

Buneome county. N. C„ has lent Its 
name to the country's vocabulary, and 
is a synonym for hypocritical enthusi¬ 
asm, not because that Is a character¬ 
istic of the people of that section, but 
because many years ago a member of 
Congress from Buneome county per¬ 
sisted In making a speech when the 
general exodus of the members showed 
they didn’t want to hear It. When It 
was Intimated that he might as well 
stop, he replied: “Never mind. I’m 
talklng^to Buneome.” The word In its 
new sense was first applied to tho 
speeches that were made in Congress 
for the express purpose of being sent 
home to the admiring constituents, and 
later received its present application. 

• • • 

The word that is most typically 
American In Its coinage and use ls pos¬ 
sibly “graft." Like many other popu- 
Inr things, this name came out of the 
West ami became at once Incorporated 
into the larpruage and customs of the 
peoplfr Its origin Is not definitely 
known, for though It first appeared In 
print in the writings of the late "Jo- 


**h Flynt” Willard when he went 

Tramping with Tramps.” % he never 
ckilmed the word an tils own, and au¬ 
thorities show that it was known in the 
West before he ever used iL 
• • • 

Another purely American term Is "O. 
K. It was derived from tho words 
Aux Cayes, from which place the best 
ttibaooo and rum were brought over 
a century ago. The pro nu ml at Ion was 
O. K., and brevity-loving America Im¬ 
mediately took the letters as a means 
of Indorsing other tilings that were 
satisfactory as the tobacco anti rum 
from Aux Cayes, Enemies of Andrew 
Jackson have tried to prove that the 
magical letter* were nothing more than 
the Initials of “Oil Korredt.” the al¬ 
leged fashion of the General's spelling. 
This theory, however, has been dis¬ 
proved. 

• • • 

Barbecue, a method of preparing 
tneat that has lent Its name to all-day 
picnics In tiie South, is said to be from 
the French barbe-a-queue, “from snout 
to tall.” Others claim that America 
borrowed tiie name from the Indians 
of Guiana, who grilled their meats on a 
wooilen frame called berbekot. The 
southerners are willing to accept either 
origin of the word, so long as the art 
of preparing mean in this manner is not 
forgotten. Nobody cares to go further 
back than Kentucky or Tennessee for 
the origin of the word "toddy,” which 
is as American a® the drink Itself. 

• • • 

The name "Polly" for a parrot was 
brought from New Orleans by early 
fltttboatmen, who went from the Cum¬ 
berland and Ohio count-rice down the 
Mississippi to sen their produce. They 
saw these tropical bird® swinging In 
front of Louisiana homes, and heard 
the owners coll tho birds “parie. pari©,* 
meaning "talk, talk.” When the truv 
elers returned home and told of the 
strange birds they called them "pol 
lies.” The word schooner, as applied to 
a sailing vessel, came from Now Eng¬ 
land, where it was coined by a Glou 
cester boatman in 1713. A new vessel 
whs Launched, and one of tiie workmen 
cried out Ln great admiration: “See 
how she ©coons,” meaning skimming 
along. The owner grasped the word 
and called the boat a "ecooner" or 
"schooner,” as it Is now spelled. 

• • • 

The Spaniards loaned many words 
to the vocabularies of settlers ln the 
Southwest. The first gold discovery In 
California was called a bonanza, from 
the Spanish word meaning "good-luck.” 
Broncho ls Spanish-American for a 
mustang, but broncho-bus ting ls purely 
American In its origin and application. 
Cayuso Is also Bpanlah, as ls calaboose, 
a provincialism fbr tho town lock-up. 
Chaparral, the only vegetation on the 
long stretches of desert region in the 
West, gets Its name from the same 
land that gave pueblo, sombrero and 
tiie lariat to this language Guerilla 
Is also of Spanish origin. 

• • • 

The black mommy of tho South will 
bake you a corn dodger at your re¬ 
quest and know you ar© Southern-born. 
The Impression will be the saute If you 
oak tor pone. Tiie latter word Is of 
pure Indian mamifaotnre. coming di¬ 
rect from the village of Powhatan him¬ 
self, who called it "polm” when speak¬ 
ing to the men of Gapt. Smith’s party, 
Mugwump Is another Indian word 
which has been removed from its prim¬ 
itive dignity. It meant a chief among 
the old Algonquin®. Eliot used It in his 
Indian Rible as a synonym for cen¬ 
turion or captain. Political parties bor¬ 
rowed It In 1872 as a term of derision 
for Republicans who had deserted to 
vindicate certain principles. Whiggtg- 
gln ls the name applied by Indian hom¬ 
ers und American trappers to the writ¬ 
ten permtsBion to hunt game ln the 
Northwest. The origin of the name is 
unknown. It sounds as if It had been 
fathered by a Jag.

FEDERAL INSPECTION NEEDED. 


Bowling Green, Ky.. March 13.— 
fSpecial.]—The State Board of Health, 
»t a meeting of Its Executive Commit¬ 
tee here yesterday. Issued a proclama¬ 
tion of importance to Southern cattle 
interests. Practically It means that 
cattle from the "Texas fever" region, 
couth of Kentucky, con be shipped only 
to Louisville, as this Is the only place 
in the State where Federal Inspection 
Is maintained. The proclamation fol¬ 
lows: 

Whereas, information has come to this 
board through the Bureau of Anltnal In¬ 
dustry of the United States and from 
oaher sources that a contagious and ln- 
feotlous disease among cattle of the 
bovine sjiec-ies. known as Texas fever. Is 
prevalent in the States south of Ken¬ 
tucky and endangers the Cattle interest 
of this Slate. 

Therefore, be It known, that the StAto 
Board of Health of Kentucky, acting un¬ 
der the express powers conferred upon 
It by law and In co-operation with the 
Bureau of Animal Industry of the United 
Btatea, hereby notifies all stock yard com¬ 
panies, shippers and drivers of cattle and 
others that an agreement has been ef¬ 
fected between this board and the United 
States Department of Agriculture that 
on and after March 15, 1SAT7, cattle of the 
bovine species from points below ms 
Federal quarantine will not be admitted 
within the boundaries of this State for 
any purpose except for immediate .daugh¬ 
ter at points where Federal inspection Is 
maintained, and the southern boundary 
line of the State of Kentucky and Missis¬ 
sippi river are hereby established us 

? uaramine lines, beyond which cattle 
rom the Infected area shall not bo 
brought, provided that this proclamation 
shall not apply to cattle being shipped 
through the State under the supervision 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
United States.

Minneapolis. March 12.—President 
James J. Hill, of the Great Northern 
railroad, before the Sunburg Legisla¬ 
tive Committee, to-day declared with¬ 
out qualification that he would be only 
too willing to have the United Stutes 
Government take over his road. 

He further stated In his testimony 
that If the Government should go Into 
the railroad business it would be noth¬ 
ing short of a lottery” and the country 
would, as a matter of fact, have an 
"elephant on Its hands." 

"Then/" said he, "the Government 
would be obliged to engage In another 
lottery to get rid of the elephant." 

"Why do you say that?" asked At¬ 
torney James Manahan for the commit¬ 
tee which Is trying to ascertain the 
cost of the railroad* In the State. 

"I make the assertion because It is 
so," said Mr. Hill. "If the Govern¬ 
ment had charge of all the railroads in 
the country CongTes* would be kept 
busy making appropriation* night and 
day and districts with poor representa¬ 
tion and sparse population would be 
left In the lurch. This would mean 
that the districts In question would go 
to seed as far as the railroads were 
concerned and that the railroads would 
get rusty, figuratively speaking, and 
become less and less valuable." 

Attorney Manahan then asked Mr. 
Hill what It would cost the Govern¬ 
ment to secure control of the Great 
Northern. The witness replied that it 
would coet upwards of 140,000 per mile 
to "reproduce" the Great Northern, not 
counting expensive terminals, docks 
and other property. Counting ail of 
the property, he said, It would cost 
about $60,000 per mile to "reproduce" 
the railroad.

Bom In Virginia. 


Absalom Yarborough Johnson was 
born December 24, 1821, In Lynchburg, 
Va. He was the son of William John 
son, a tobacco manufacturer of that 
cdty. who In 1828 moved to Louisville 
with his family. Here he again en¬ 
tered the tobacco manufacturing bust 
ness, establishing a plant on First 
street, near Main street. His sons, as 
they grew old enough, were taken into 
the business. 

When still & young man Col. Johnson 
went into the carriage manufacturing 
business, in which he remained until 
the outbreak of the Civil War. As a 
manufacturer he took a deep interest 
In the volunteer fire department and 
became a member of the Mechanics 
Fine Company. 

In 1858, largely through his Influence, 
the City Council was Induced to ap¬ 
propriate funds for the maintenance of 
a paid Fine Department, and the vol¬ 
unteer companies, which were largely 
social organizations to which the young 
men of the city belonged, passed out 
of exlMence. Col. Johnson was made 
chief of the paid department and to 
him the duty of organizing the service 
fell. He Installed the electric alarm 
system, Louisville being one of the first 
cities fcn the country to adopt this 
method of locating Area 
• • • 

Commanded Twenty-eighth Kentucky 


Upon the outbreak of the war CoL 
Johnson entered the Union army, being 
commissioned ai Lieutenant Colonel and 
being assigned to the Twenty-eighth 
Kentucky regiment. After seeing but 
comparatively little active rervloe he 
whs permanently injured and resigned, 
entering the Veteran Reserve corps and 
being commissioned Colonel of the Sev¬ 
enth regiment. With a small detach¬ 
ment Ool. Johnson was captured by the 
Confederate cavalry under Gen. John 
Morgan. He was promptly paroled and 
returned to Louisville, where he re¬ 
mained until the dose of the war. 

Ool. Johnson always took a deep In 
tcrest In the city Fire Department, and 
It was his custom to be present at the 
annual New Year's dinner of the Vet¬ 
eran Volunteer Firemen's Historical 
Association, of whJch he was the presi¬ 
dent until his advancing years left him 
too feeble to attend to Its business. 
Last New Year's day he attended both 
the "open house" of MeJ. Tyson and 
the dlnnner of the volunteer firemen. 
A few weeks later he was taken sick 
and has been ill ever since,

Herman B. Duryea and Harry Payne 
Whitney To Send Famous Race 
Horses South. 

Memphis, Tenn.. March 12.—[Special.]— 
Notwithstanding that the lawmakers of 
, Tennessee have legislated In a way that 
has caused race track proprietors and 
breeders to Imagines that tne end of horse 
racing has at least arrived until the next 
Legislature convenes, Herman B. Duryea 
and Harry Payne Whitney, well-known 
Ehstem turfmen, have caused considera¬ 
ble rejoicing In sections of this State by 
the announcement that several of their 
famous race horses now on the retired 
list will be imported to Tennessee to be 
used in the future for breeding pur¬ 
poses. 

Irish Lad. winner of many stakes and 
purses during his career East, will be 
brought to tho mammoth country estate 
of Mr. Duryea, just cast of Memphis. Oth¬ 
er mares rind young horses will be sent 
bv Mr. Whitney. Rogers Springs will be 
the headquarters and the estate left by 
the let© William C. Whitney, which ad¬ 
joins the Duryea preserves, Is now- being 
provided with new fences, new artesian 
wells and other improvements that will 
l»t* In read1r.*«s by the end of the next turf 
season, when It Is Planned to ship the 
horses to their new home. 

During ft visit to the local course last 
w*vk Mr. Duryea iooktsl over the string 
owned bv G. C. Bennett, all of which were 
bred in this county. The New York owner 
showed considerable Interest in the man¬ 
ner In which Bennett has proceeded to 
raise thoroughbreds. Inquiries wero made 
ns to the water substituted hereabouts for 
the limestone water of Middle Tennessee 
and Kentucky and of the famous p«i vine 
hav. which has taken the place of tho 
famous bluegrass. both of which furnished 
the means of quenching the thirst and 
appetite of Dishabille. Ethon and other 
horses raised hereabouts, Ardelle. the pac¬ 
ing queen of last season, also being a 
sample. 

Incidentally during the visit of Mr. Dur- 
vea here It was learned that G. C. Ben¬ 
nett ha* no Idea of selling his crack 
rmtre Dishabille. The daughter of King’s 
Counsel and Nightgown has ulways been a 
favorite with Duryea but when Asked If 
she was for sale Mr. P« nr»r-lt suld that he 
Intended pro\ Idling ft home for her at his 
fnrni after her racing days were num¬ 
bered.

He 
complained frequently that because of his 
bmken speech Ids schoolmates made fun 
of him, and he told his parents that his 
teacher, MIfs McDonald, of the sivenrih 
grade, wn« imp.-vtl^it with him, thougli 
this latter is supi*osed to have been wn 
umiglnAry grievance. 

LM’any times he oompkilned he was asked 
questions which he did not understand, 
and was censured for not replying. Th # 
is suM to have happened Iasi ThunM.iy. 
and the teaoJier evidently miaunderslood 
Ids clleneo and lnterprete<l It as stubborn¬ 
ness, for she called In the principal nnd 
Paul wua told he was suspend'd 

He was an only child, nnd w;u* of raid 
to tell his parents of nls expulsion, us 
they were anxious he should obtain an 
education nnd expected great tilings of 
the Ind. Neither did the school authorities 
inform them of his suspension, and tho 
lad pretended to go to school ns usual. 

Paul took his father’s revolver from a 
bureau In the morning and »tnrU*l • ut, 
ostensibly for school. When he did not 
r turn at noon his mother became anx.oua 
and sent for the father. They were about 
to go In search of the son when the 
police arrived nnd explained tho boy’s 
death. 

In one of tho kid’s pockets was found 
n note written In Hungarian, explaining 
that ho Intended 4o cjmndt suicide be¬ 
cause he could not beer to lyring dis¬ 
grace and shame upon his permits by his 
failure in his studies and expulsion fr in 
the school.

The father of the hoy, Pnul Bernk. Br . 
Is well known as <m author and drama list 
among the Hungarians of the city, but 
by reason of deafness he never hns been 
aide to learn tb« v English language, and 
the family has remained In poor circum¬ 
stances. He hns written several dramas, 
which have been produced at Hungarian 
festivals in OhdcJigo. The parents ex¬ 
pected great things from the r son. and 
th-t^re In doulri that the mother will re¬ 
cover from the sh<»ok of his death. 


CEMETERY OF 4,000 DOGS. 

[Paris Correspondence of the London 
Telegraph.] 

On the occasion of a lawsuit brought 
by a marble cutter some very Interesting 
details have come out In a Paris court 
concerning the dog cemetery founded on 
the Ho dea Revrigeurs, near Paris, in 
S|99. 

There are already 4.000 “graves'* In the 
cemetery. Some of them, leased for a 
long term, have coBt as much as 2,000 
francs. Tho lowest price paid for any 
concession Is 5 francs, and the expenses 
of the most discreet burial are 25 francs 

Visitors to the cemetery pay 50 centimes 
as un entrance fee. On one of the tomb¬ 
stones they may read “Homage to a 
Faithful Heart,’’ and on another. “Here 
Lies Black. Killed by a Civilized Sav¬ 
age.” The above victim, explains the 
keeper, died at the hands of an Indig¬ 
nant concierge. 

Another marble slab mounted on a ce¬ 
ment rock contains the following: “Neith¬ 
er name nor date; what matters It?** And 
again: “Beneath these stones reside the 
material remains of that which during 
Its life was my Joy and my consola¬ 
tion.”

INDIAN PRINCESS WEDS.

Seldom are inhabitants of the urper 
pon-insula of MSdhlgon afforded opportu¬ 
nity of wt-tnisslng the marriage of one 
of royal birth, but such a chance came 
when Prlnctes Na bawirio became the 
bride of Amable Ance. the last great 
medicine man of the now almost extinct 
Huron tribe. 

The marriage ceremony proper wvs 
performed at Pine Rlvor, a small Indian 
settlement twenty-five miles from B* . Ig- 
naee. by the venerable Father Gognleur, 
a Jesuit missionary. 

The princess is a notable personage*. 
For almost half a century she hn«* proved 
herself a friend to the missionaries. In 
her tribe she is greatly loved and hon¬ 
ored. 

The wedding wne lac king In savage 
splendor. However, many of tho ancient 
rites were adhered to. Before the vows 
were uttered the couple betook them¬ 
selves to the Indian graveyard and over 
the grave of the princess' father they 
plighted their troth. Then followed the 
ceremony of the four winds, In which 
they Invoked In turn the north wind, 
the caM wind, the south wind and tho 
west wind to shower them with their 
plhoieeeL gifts. 

After the religious ceremony cam© the 
marriage feast, at which wero served 
all the delicacies of the forest. Then 
came the ancient Indian Hongs • nnd 
dances, during the course of which the 
medicine man for the time threw off h!s 
years nnd led In the intricate figures w.th 
remarkable grace and abandon.

When' school w-as dtsmlss'M, being un¬ 
able to find his cap and divining tho ciu.-o 
for Its disappearance, young Cannon, with 
equal lack of ceremony, removed from its 
accustomed place the high hat of tho 
teacher, which, although too large, he 
plactd on the bnrk of his head, and. a 
few moments later when the teacher 
glanced through the window, he discov¬ 
ered his precious headpiece bobbing away 
among the trees on the head of Ms er¬ 
rant pupil.

STORY OF SOME 

GREAT FORTUNES. 

[London Spare Moments ] 

The proprietor of an old chemist’s snap, 
close by Temple Bar, in days gone by en¬ 
joyed the monopoly of making citric aod 
More favorably circ unis tan ced than other 
secret manufacturers, his wits a praces* 
that requited no assistance. He employed 
no workmen. Experts came to samp.e and 
assort and bottle his products, but they 
never entered the laboratory. The mystic 
Operations by which he grew rich were 
confined to Idmself. One day, having 
locked the doors and drawn tho window 
blinds us usual, sure of the safety of hl» 
secret, the chemist went horn© to his din¬ 
ner. A chimneysweep or a boy disguised 
os such, wide-awake In chemistry, wau 
on the watch and followed tho seerrt- 
keeper to Charing Croas, and, sure that 
he would not return that day, the sooty 
philosopher hied ruplclly back to Temple 
Bur. tt.-ce.nded the low building, dropped 
down the flue, saw oil he wanted to. and 
returned, carrying with him the mystery 
of malting citric acid. The monopoly of 
the inventor was gone a few months after 
and th© price was reduced by four-fifths. 
The poor man was broken-hearted and 
died shortly afterward, ignorant of the 
trick by which he luul been victimized. 

The history of cast steel presents & cu¬ 
rious Instance of a manufacturing secret 
seolthily obtained under the cloak of an 
appeal to philffsthropy. The main distinc¬ 
tion between inon and steel, as most peo¬ 
ple know\ Is that the latter contains car- 
bon. The one is converted Into th© other 
by being heated for a considerable time 
In contact with powdered charcoal In an 
lro-n box. 

Now, steel thua made Is unequal. The 
middle of a bar is more carbonized than 
the ends, and the surface more than the 
center. It is. therefore, unreliable. Nev¬ 
ertheless. before the invention of cast 
steel, there was nothing better. 

In 1760 ther© lived at AtterclifTo near 
Sheffield, a watchmaker named Hunts¬ 
man. He became dissatisfied with tho 
watch-springs In use. and set himself to 
the task or making them homogeneous. 
“If.” thought he, “I c*.n melt a plect of 
sieei and east it into an ingot. Its com¬ 
position should be the same throughout.” 
lie succeeded. His steel soon became fa- 
nunie. Huntsman’s Ingots for fine work 
were In universal demand. He did r.ot 
call them cast steel. That was hi* secret. 

About 1770 a large manufactory of this 
peculiar steed tvas established at Atter- 
cllffe. The process was wrapped In se¬ 
crecy by everyone wit bin reach—true and 
faithful men hired, the work divided and 
subdivided, large wages paid, and string¬ 
ent oa-ths administered. 

It, did not avail. One midwinter night, 
n« the tall chimneys of the Atteroilffo 
steel works belched forth their smoke, a 
traveler knocked on the gate. It was bit¬ 
terly cold, the snow fell fast, ami tho 
wind howled ocroes the moat. The strang¬ 
er, apparently a plowman or agricultural 
laborer, seeking shelter from th© storm, 
awakened no suspicion. Scanning the 
wayfarer closely, and moved by motives 
of humanity, th© foreman granted his re¬ 
quest and let blm In. Feigning to be worn 
out with co-id and fatigue, the fellow 
sank on the floor nnd soon appeared to 
be nsleep. That, however, was far from 
his intention. He caw workmen cut bars 
of steel In bits, place them In crucibles, 
nnd thrust the crucibles Into a furnace. 
The fire wns urged to Its extreme p^w©r 
until the steel was melted. Clothed Ir. wet 
rags to protect themselves from the bent, 
the workmen drew out the glowing cru¬ 
cibles and poaired their contents Into a 
mold. Mr. Huntsman’s factory had noth¬ 
ing more to disclose. The secret of mak¬ 
ing CAot steel had boen discovered.

BETTER ROADS 


Must Ba Kept or Rural Deliv¬ 
ery Will Stop. 


COMMISSIONERS TO CONSIDER 
QUESTION SOON. 


POST-OFFICE INSPECTOR IS3UES 
HIS WARNING. 


SOME HIGHWAYS IMPASSABLE. 


At the April session of th© Board of 
Cn'mlssionerH of Clark county, Ind.. 
v ' i< h will lie held In Jeffersonville on 
1 "onday, April I, It is likely some steps 
v.ill be taken to havo the highways over 
which rural free delivery routes pass kept 
In better shape than at present. An In¬ 
spector was sent out by the Past-office 
IVpartmept recently, and as a result no¬ 
tice has been given that some of the 
routes will have to be discontinued If 
the roads are not repaired at once and 
kept In good condition. Many of the 
roads In Clark county are In a bad condi¬ 
tion and some are almost beyond driving 
over. 

In the vicinity of Underwood, which 
Is In the extreme northern port of Clark 
county, the roads are very bad and the 
Inspector sent out paid a good deal of 
attention to Ahem. Under the Indiana 
laws the roads are In the care of the 
towfishtp trustees and tho road supervis¬ 
ors. It is the duty of the trustees to 
set nport at least 5 per cent, of thts 
road fund for keeping up tho highways 
over which rural free delivery carriers 
pas**, but It Is said In many Instance* the 
law has not been obeyed and the roads 
have become so bad that the rural serv¬ 
ice In some localities will have to be dis¬ 
continued. 

Just what the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners can do Ih a question, as the 
duties In regard to keeping up the roads 
fall to the trustees and supervisors, but 
It Is believed there Is some way that 
the board can step In and save the rural 
free delivery routes. Some time ago what 
Is known a* the Hamburg pike, which 
runs north out of Jeffersonville. was pur¬ 
chased and converted Into a free gravel 
road, but It has been so badly taken care 
of that It Is hardly tit to travel over. 
Many believe th© purchase of the Jeffer¬ 
sonville and Charlestown pike mean* that 
It wlil be neglected In tho same way and 
that It will not be many years until It 
Is ho badly run down that It will hardly 
be fit for use. 


INTEREST OVEB NEW LAWS. 


Indiana People, However, Said To Bs 
Unaware of What They Aie. 

Interest Is being manifested in Jeffer¬ 
sonville over the publication of the new 
laws enacted at the session of the Indiana 
Legislature which adjourned on Monday. 
Tho printers ato now at work on the 
publication of th© one volume that will 
contain the new act* and the time set for 
Its delivery to the ninety-two Circuit 
Clerk* Ih April 16. The Circuit Clerks re¬ 
ceipt for the books to the Soerotnry of 
State and the Governor then declares the 
]«,ws to be In force. The hooka are dis¬ 
tributed by the Circuit Clerk* to those 
who are entitled to them The laws of 
190fi were distributed In Jeffersonville on 
April 7 of that year. 

Few know what laws have an emerg¬ 
ency clause to them. The “blind-tiger" 
law had an emergency clause, which was 
generally known, and this Is operative and 
showing good results. Up to bust night 
Gov. Hanly had signed about 100 new 
bills and he still had several more to he 
attended to. Tttu- teachers of Indiana 
fared well at the hands of the Legis¬ 
lature and there were many measures 
passed for their benefit. Outside of some 
three or four measures there was not 
much done In the way of temperance leg- 
ulaMon The towns and cities laws re¬ 
main practically the same ns they were 
before the session began. 

The Treasurers and Recorders of coun¬ 
ties were benefited by un Increase of pay. 
while the salary of the Judges of Circuit 
mncl Superior Courts wo* Increased from 
$2.50o to $3,500 per annum. The Sheriffs 
will receive an in-and-out fee for prison¬ 
ers received or discharged at the county 
Jail*. The Indiana Reformatory at Jef¬ 
fersonville fared well In the way of ap- 

! »roprIatlons and secured nearly every dol- 
ar that was asked for. There wan other 
cglsUulon for the benefit of the Institu¬ 
tion through increasing thv penalties for 
many crimes, which It Ih believed will 
cause many of the criminal population to 
leave the State.

Henry Wesbecker Charged 
With Wife Desertion. 


OFFENSE CLASSED AS FELONY 
IN INDIANA COURTS. 


SESSION OF JUVENILE COURT IN 
NEW ALBANY TO-DAY. 


VETERANS’ JOY SHORT-LIVED. 


Henry Weabecker won arrested In New 
Albany yesterday by Patrolman Starr on 
a charge of wife desertion, the complaint 
having bet*n filed by his wife. Kettle Wes¬ 
becker. He was arraigned In the City 
Court, entered a plea of not guilty and 
was held In bond of $200 for his appear¬ 
ance to answer. Being unable to give 
l»ond, he was sent to the Floyd county 
Jail. Weabeckcr'a wife, who tiled the 
complaint against him. was the plaintiff 
In u damiige suit against the Louisville 
and Southern Indiana Traction Company, 
and upon trial before a Jury In the United 
States Court at the January term In New 
Albany she was awarded damages tn the 
sum of $2,000. 

Wife desertion under a law Just en¬ 
acted by the Indiana Legislature Is a 
dangerous proceeding In that State. The 
law provides that persons found guilty of 
thts offense may be punished by an In¬ 
determinate sentence of from two to twen¬ 
ty-one years In the State prison, and as 
soon as It Is In effect the Indiana men 
will he a little careful how they make a 
practice of leaving their spouses upon ev¬ 
ery little pretext or for no reason at all. 
There la no safety In such offenders tak¬ 
ing refuge in another State, as requisition 
papers can be procured and they can be 
taken l wok to answer for that offense, the 
same as for a felony. 

Juvenile Court This Morning. 

A session of the Juvenile Court, the 
first for several weeks, will be held In 
New Albany this morning by Judge W. 
C. Utz and a number or coses will be 
disposed of. The majority of these are 
against children under sixteen years of 
age. charged with either truancy or In¬ 
corrigibility. hut there are several of 
greater Importance. One boy will answer 
to numerous thefts, his last exploit. It Is 
said, being to search the pockets of boys 
at work In the Y. M. C. A. gymnasium 
and appropriate the contents. It Is possi¬ 
ble that an unusual case may bo acted 
upon.in this court, as a number of women 
living In the west end of New Albany 
have threatened to appear before Judge 
Utz to-day and complain of & saloonkeep¬ 
er living In that part of the city, who 
makes a practice of selling Intoxicants to 
minors. The docket has been prepared 
by Probation Officer Joseph H. Kraft. Who 
has been at considerable pains to fur¬ 
nish a full list of offenders to be worked 
upon. 

Veterans* Jcy Unfounded 

When the New Albany Veteran Volun¬ 
teer Firemen’s Association met Monday 
night at the headquarters, the old Osceola 
engine houRe.

CASIMIR-PERIER DEAD 


SUCCEEDED CARNOT AS PRESI¬ 
DENT OF FRANCE. 


Resigned After Short Service Because 
of Treachery of the 
Cabinet. 


Paris, March 12.—M. Caslmlr-Perler. 
ox-Prod dent of Franco, died suddenly 
late last night of embolism of the 
heart, at hla residence on tho Rue Nltot 
here. The news of his demise was not 
heard until this morning. The ex- 
Prvsldent had not been well for two or 
three days, but It was supposed he was 
suffering from infiuonzs. Ho w r as not 
even confined to his bed. 

M. Casslmtr-Perler wo* born In 1847 
and served with distinction In the 
Prunco-Russlan War, winning a dec¬ 
oration for his gallantry. He was elect, 
ed President in 1894. after the Carnot 
assn as! nation. He resigned after serv¬ 
ing six and one-halt months. 

During the Zola trial it developed 
that the real reason for the resigna¬ 
tion was Che fact that his Cabinet con¬ 
cealed material facts of policy from 
him, and that he nearly found himself 
In a serious quarrel with Oermony 
owing to his Ignorance of the Drcyfue 
scandal.

BARED TO EYE. 


Grand Jury Tells How Al¬ 
leged Trusts Work.

CHURCH PEWS AND SCHOOL 
DESKS CONTROLLED. 


PETITION ASKS INJUNCTION. 


Chicago, March 12 —F. A. Holbrook, 
of Chicago, who has been referred to as 
the directing force of tho so-called 
church and furniture trust and nine 
church and school furniture manufac¬ 
turers were named in Indictments re¬ 
turned late this afternoon by the Fed¬ 
eral grand Jury. In addition two peti¬ 
tions were filed in the United States 
Circuit Court asking for an Injunction 
restraining the companies from further 
violations of the Sherman anti-trust 
act. The Indictments charge the de¬ 
fendant corporations with controlling 
80 per cent, of the church pew and 
school desk business In the United 
States. 

Tho church pew companies against 
which Indictments were returned fol¬ 
low: 

American Seating Company, Chicago; 
A. H. Andrews Company, Chicago; E. H. 
Stafford Manufacturing Company, Chica¬ 
go; Superior Manufacturing Company, 
Muskegon, Mich.; Owensboro Seating and 
Cabinet Company. Owensboro. Ky.; 
Southern Seating and Cabinet Company; 
Jackson, Tenn.; Cincinnati Seating Com¬ 
pany. Cincinnati; Friedman Seating Com¬ 
pany. New Richmond. O.; HL C. Voght. 
Son* A Co.. Parker City, Ind.; F. A. Hol¬ 
brook, Chicago. 

The Indictments charge that the cor¬ 
porations and F. A. Holbrook organ¬ 
ized an association called the "Pruden¬ 
tial Club.'* the object being to pre¬ 
vent competition In the sale of church 
pews throughout the United States. 
Monthly meeetings were held In Chica¬ 
go. It Is contended In the Indictment 
that tho defendant corporations re¬ 
ported the names of all churches or 
prospective purchasers requiring furni¬ 
ture to F. A. Holbrook and that Hol¬ 
brook allotted prospective sales to the 
different corporations. The Indictment 
also states that the members of the 
combination put In “straw bids" to 
mak© a show of competition. 

The school furniture companies In¬ 
dicted are: 

American Office and School Furniture 
Company, Minneapolis; Owensboro Seat¬ 
ing ana Cabinet Company, Owensboro, 
Ky.; Hudson School Furniture Company, 
Cincinnati; Haney School Furniture Com¬ 
pany, Grand Rapids; Peabody School 
Furniture Company, North Manchester. 
Ind.; Illinois Refrigerator Company, Mudl- 
son* III.; H. H. Stafford Manufacturing 
Company, Chicago; A. H. Andrews Com¬ 
pany. Chicago; American Seating Com¬ 
pany, Chicago, and F. Holbrook, Chi¬ 
cago. 

There were also three counts In this 
Indictment, conspiracy and combination 
being the same as that charged In the 
church furniture indictment except that 
the arrangement which provided for 
the allotment of all school desk Jobs 
was limited to cities and towns of 5,000 
or more inhabitants.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR DEDICA¬ 
TORY SERVICES COMPLETED. 


ARMORY IS WELL LIKED. 


Harry St. George Tucker, president 
of the Jamestown Exposition, has sig¬ 
nified in a telegraphic message to A. 
T. Macdonald, president of the Greater 
Louisville Exposition, his intention to 
be present at the opening of the exposi¬ 
tion next Monday afternoon shoudd he 
•be able to arrange some small details 
necessary to the realization of his wish 
to be present at the opening of the local 
•nterprlse. As a Virginian, Mr. Tucker 
has felt, and often expressed, a deep 
Interest in the exposition, which is to 
be what is considered the greatest en¬ 
terprise of the metropolis of Virginia’s 
daughter—Kentucky. His interest in 
Louisville and Kentucky has been in¬ 
creased by the strenuous efforts of the 
Kentucky Jamestown Commission In be¬ 
half of a proper presentation of this 
State In the Virginia celebration. Much 
correspondence has passed between the 
Greater Louisville Exposition Company 
and Mr. Tucker, and it is believed that, 
if he can possibly arrange, he will be 
here on March 18. 

Other arrangements for the exposition 
dedication have been completed, and 
Mr. Tucker will be greeted by a real 
gathering of Kentuckians when he 
takes his place upon the platform 
March 18. 

Other exposition plans arc progress¬ 
ing with the same rapidity as those for 
the dedication. The Division of Installa¬ 
tion has been busily engaged urging all 
exhibitors to take advantage of the 
fifteen points which will be given them 
In competition should they be ready for 
the opening Friday evening at 6 o’clock. 
Only a few blank spaces remain In the 
Exposition building, and the owners of 
those declare that their arrangements 
have all been completed, and they are 
merely waiting for Friday morning 
dawn to begin their Installation. This 
conservatism Is due to a desire, such 
exhibitors declare, to maintain their 
delicately colored and carefully ar¬ 
ranged exhibits from the almost un¬ 
avoidable dust which arises as the re¬ 
sult of much tramping about the 
building and the use of tools. From 
exposition headquarters there are 
mulled dally post cards calling the at¬ 
tention of exhibitors to the fact that 
time Is passing and showing the num¬ 
ber of working days which remain be¬ 
tween now and March 18. There Is so 
far no doubt that all exhibits will be in 

S lace by 6 o'clock in the evening of 
larch 16.

Busy Scenes At Armory. 


Each hour of every day shows a great 
Dumber of workmen In the Exposition 
building. In a great many Instances 
all construction has been finished, and 
•xhlblts which will not be In motion are 
awaiting installation. Every form of 
decorative art Is now being employed 
by the few remaining exhibitors who 
have not completed their booth con¬ 
struction, and the effect, outlined with 
great uniformity by the construction 
works of the Exposition company, is 
giving groat variety by the Individual 
taM.- of exhibitors which finds expres¬ 
sion In their decorative scheme. 

Adding to the general air of Interest 
and hurry about the Exposition build¬ 
ing, members of Creatore’s Band have 
been making the building a sort of 
meoca* since their arrival In Louisville 
Monday morning. They arrived at the 
building shortly after having breakfast, 
ed yesterday morning, and looked the 
building over very carefully, especially 
with reference to the acoustic arrange¬ 
ments. The platform which has been 
provided for the musicians, and which 
is thirty by forty feet in size, is backed 
by a great concave sounding board, 
which wlU project the sounds of the 
music to the best advantage. 

M. Gusman, who represents Creatore 
here until his arrival In the city, spent 
muoh time yesterday looking over the 
building and considering the acoustic 
possibilities of the combination of the 
sounding board and the immense steel 
girders which support the roof of the 
Exposition building. He was pleased 
with the prospect for a successful series 
of concerts, and declared that no better 
arrangement of the building for fine 
musical effects coukl have been made. 

Along with the band there appeared 
at the Exposition building several 
wagon loads of strange-looklng pack¬ 
ages, trunks and that sort of thing, all 
bearing a precious burden of possibili¬ 
ties In the line of music. They were 
placed In the basement of the building 
and there tenderly unpacks and in¬ 
spected, and as tenderly packed away 
again. No dent nor scratch was discov¬ 
ered on any of the shining silver, wood 
and brass, and the musicians were left 
free to enjoy their strange surroundings 
with no mental care.

William D. Farr yesterday Instituted 
an action by which he propose** to in¬ 
validate the will of hiis father. Capt. 
Daniel G. Parr, under the terms of 
which he had only received a life es¬ 
tate worth about $75,000. The total Parr 
property is now valued at upward of 
$1,000,000, and by the will which stands 
of record and is In force at the present 
time Capt. Parr gave more than $700,000 
In property to charity. Including the 
foundation and endowment of Parr’s 
Rest, the proposed retreat for old and 
indigent women. 

Revocation of Oapt. Parr’s will, which 
Is asked for on the strength of a writ¬ 
ten statement of the testator discovered 
about a month ago among his old pa¬ 
pers by his daughter, Mrs. Virginia M. 
Bale, would, of course, nullify all the 
charity bequests and bring about a di¬ 
vision of the entire property according 
to the law of descent and distribution. 
This would give each of the testator's 
three children an equal share. This 
would be a very considerable sum. even 
after the elaborate litigation which the 
estate has already experienced and 
through which it has yet to pass lias 
been paid for. 

• • • 

Revocation Not of Record. 


Capt. Parr’s will went to probate on 
February 8. 1904. It bore the date of 
October 7, 1901. It contained two codi¬ 
cils. one w r rltten July 6, 1902, and the 
other August 3, 1903. The revocation 
Is dated October, 1903, and. though it 
has not been placed of record in the 
case, it is said to be entirely in Capt. 
Parr's handwriting. Certain it is. how¬ 
ever, that no one knew of its existence 
except the writer himself. It revokes 
the will of October 7, 1901, and states 
further that he had written another 
will giving his estate to his children. 
Furthermore, the will referred to is de¬ 
clared to have been In his safety vault 
box. 

No will of the nature described by the 
statement wa* ever found In hris safety 
vault box or elsewhere. The text of the 
revocation In said to be In the follow¬ 
ing language: 

• • • 

Revokes Will of 1D01. 

This is to certify that I, D. G. Parr, be¬ 
ing of sound mind and disposing memory 
have written a will in my own handwrit¬ 
ing signed by witnesses revoking the will 
of October 7. 1901. written by J. T. 
O'Neal, and all oth^r wills by me made, 
and now confirm this will to be my last 
will and testament. 

STATEMENT. 

After much thought and feeling that I 
have been Influenced to be unjust to my 
children and fearing the wasting of my 
savings of a lifetime I have given my 
entire estate, real, personal and mixed, to 
my daughters. Jennie and Birdie, and my 
son. Willie, share and share alike, but 
condition that my son Willie's undivided 
interest at his death shall go cnually to 
my daughter Jennie and my daughter 
Binlle. D. G. PARR. 

October. 1903. . . 

My will Is In my safety vault box. 

The attorneys for the contestant 
maintain that the revocation destroys 
the effect of the will now In force, 
though no other will be produced to 
take its place. It Is averred Lha4 had 
Capt. Parr purposely destroyed any 
later will made by him in u£»!ch he 
gave his children the property the will 
found could not remain in force be¬ 
cause the revocation distinctly nulli¬ 
fied Its terms. They have called upon 
the Fidelity Trust Company. Capt. 
Parr's executor, to produce the will re¬ 
ferred to In the statement. The Fidelity 
has responded that It never had such 
a paper in its custody. 

The contestant first seeks to establish 
the principle at law that the revocation, 
even though no other will be produced, 
sets aside the will of 1901. and, sec¬ 
ond, that the revocatkwi Is genuine and 
is the only true expression of Capt. 
Parr's last wishes. 

Undoubtedly the interests represent¬ 
ing the charity bepefleiaries under the 
will of 1901 will fight Mr. Parr's move 
to the end. In his suit Mr. Parr makes 
his sisters and all the other heirs un¬ 
der the will defendants.
